Madrlcl, Feb. C. — .Sonor Franco, tlie 
former premier of Portugal, arrived 
here today from LisLion. lie was ac- 
companied by his wife and one of Ills 
intimate friends, Senator Novas. l-Io Is 
doing all possible to preserve the 
strictest incognito. So far as is known, 
he lias received no one at his liotcl 
where he is stopping, with tlie excep- 
tion of the Portuguese minister to 
Spain, and tlie civil govornor of Jla- 
drld. Few persons saw Franco when 
ho arrived, and scarcely anyone re- 
cognized liim, for the moment Lho 
train stopped, he hurriedly stepped 
down, with his overcoat collar turned 
up and his hat drawn down over lils 
liead, seeking to escape possible Iden- 
tification. 

Word had privately reached the rail- 
way authorities from the frontier stat- 
ing that Franco was a passenger on 
the oxi>re3s going to Madrid, and they 
immediately arranged an effective, 
thougli unobtrusive police detail at the 
station. 

On the arrival of the train Senor 
Franco ciulckly de."3cended the steps 
m tlie car and lielU out his hand to 
aid his wife. As he turned it could 
be ."ieeii that Franco's face was drawn 
and careworn, his air was of one de- 
pressed and utterly wearied. Ho paced 
up and down the platform distrust- 
fully, almost fearfully. Tlie police drew 
ujj on olthor side of the party, ^vho 
liaatily entered carriages and drove 
raj) idly away. 

They went, directly to the Hotel do 
la i'aix, where the former i^rcniler se- 
cluded himself in his private apart- 
ments. A cordon of detectives wua 
imnit'diately thrown around the hotel. 
An official who watclied Senor Franco 
for a long time described his aiipcar- 
ance in tho. following words: "Ho 
looks ill, dreadfully ill; his face ia 
Jined and pallid, and shows ^reat suf- 
fering. He qeems lllte a. man in a 
great fear." . ■ 

Madrid newspaperis. vvhioh appeared 
on the streets after Franco's arrival 
stated .that Pra^CQ's Journey ber& ■^vas 
really o, flight,; (protected by police." 

Franco and Klis party drove from the 
hotel to the station this evening and 
embarked on the north express at 8.03 
p.m. It ia understood that his destin- 
ation is Paris, where his train is due 
at 9.45 Friday night 

His Life Threatened 
Lisbon, Feb. 6. — Tho secret and sud- 
den night of Senhor Franco, tho form- 
er premier, from Lisbon across the 
frontier into Spain, accompanied by 
his wife and sun, was caused by the 
threats of death wliicli had been made 
against hini. Since the murder <H' the 
Iving, Franco has been in reciMpt of 
many letters, all threatening venge- 
ance. Alri-'udy Franco's life luid bei^n 
plotted against, and he had gone 
about iirotected by armed guaids, who 
also watched his house lest those who 
opposed his iron rule should do him 
harm, and of late tliere was added the 
enmity of those who 'held that franco 
Wiis rGsponsible for the tragedy of 
Saturday last. 

Two of i'^ranco's ministers have 
disappeared. Senhor Carvalho, It Is 
.titated, ifearlng- reprisals after the 
murders, liid himself In the garret of 
the minister of linance until lie saw 
an opportunity to Ileo the city. Dr. 
Abrcu. the former minister of justice, 
it Is believed, took his departure some 
days ago.

Bishop Doane eif Albany Supports Pro- 
posed L.^gisratlon:'',m'.:8tiite 
■ lliegislature' ' ~ 



Albany, N. Y., Feb. 6.— -Higlit Rev. 
William Grosvvel! Doane, Bishop of 
tlio Albany -I'Epis.QPpol; ., diocese, has 
sent a letter to trioV clargy. .of his dio- 
cese, in wlilofiT he ■/takea'.jup' the aues- 
tion of anti- track, gambling legisla- 
tion. 

The letter reads in part as follows: 
"The governor of New Yorlc, in his 
address on the antl-tr,n.ck gambling 
question toucliod in these words tho 
sin and wrong of gambling. An ap- 
peal lias been made to the clergy of 
Albany to throw the weight of their 
influence in favor <3f the ifaovement to 
amend the.' exiBting-l Iaw Into consist- 
ency with the constitutional prohibi- 
tion of gambling. It Is'iiot our way, 
and I hope it never Will- be to use the 
pulpit of the Episcopal, church for 
dealing in detail with auestlons of 
legislative enactment, but there seems 
to ho an opportunity offered lierc 
which I am disposed to aslv the clergy 
to deal with, of pointing out the sin 
and wrong which underlie this whole 
ciuestion. 

"Disguised under innumerable forma, 
some yoemingly innocent and harm- 
less, the passion for gambling is tol- 
erated and indulged In, for private 
amusement and in public entertain- 
ments, with an apparent dullness of 
conscience as to its sin, which is 
alarming. ^Vhether it is done in pool- 
rooms or In parlors, on the race tracks 
or in public entertainments for char- 
ity, it is essentially wicked and full 
of evil eonscqueiiccK, and the reasons 
are plain to see and ea.«y to find. lis 
root Is tho deadly sin of ,covoteousne.ss 
—tho desire to get something for 
nothing."

Montreal, Feb. 6. — A special London 
cable .says: VV. .T. Hill, M.P. for Dur- 
ham City, who has business associa- 
tions in Canada, raised the question 
of Japanese immigration to Canada in 
tho Hritish House of Commons today. 
He referred to Canada's convention 
with Japan and wished to know wheth- 
er before that convention went into 
effect stiuplations respecting immigra- 
tion into Canada made in the Japan- 
ese treaty wore pointed out to Cana- 
dian government by the imperial gov- 
ernment, and if they had been, what 
Canada'.s answer wa.'s. 

Winston Churchill, undor-socretary 
of i-3tatc for the colonies, replied as 
follows: "In 1905, when the Cana- 
dian government raised tho cpicstion of 
their adherence to the treaty with Ja- 
pan, the former secretary of state in- 
quired whether they were prepared to 
adliere to the whole treaty without re- 
servation, or wished to adhere subject 
to llmitattons respecting Immigration 
and other matters as to which stipu- 
lations were made when Queensland 
adhered to it. The Canadian govern- 
in out replied that they were prepared 
to adhere absolutely, and without re-r 
serve." 



TrafTic Stopped in Ontario and New

Cornwall 



London, J.-'eb. G.— In connection with 
recent reports of a serious "cave" 
among tiie government supporter.^ in 
parliament on tho question of reduc- 
ing naval expenditures, much import- 
ance iH attached fii u strong speech 
which Sir Fdward Grey, secretary of 
state for foreign affair.-i, made in tlie 
house of commons tonight in reply to 
a suggestion from the Unionist side 
that it was to Great Britain's interest, 
as the greatest sea power in the world, 
that private property at sea .should be 
immune from capture, and that it was 
Britain's refusal to assent to the prin- 
ciples of Immunity whicli liindered the 
dlsarmamenit proposal at The Hague 
'.conference. Sir Edward said that tho 
government could not consistently and 
with safety to the country . take tho 
risk propo.sod. 

"The Briti.sh Kmpire." he said, "is a 
tromendou.s aggrogalioii, but it might, 
if we were to Ijecome weak, become a 
treniendou.s temptation. At the pres- 
ent time we liave tlie good will of tho 
world, but supposing tho policy of im- 
munity had ijeen adopted, and sup- 
posing tha^ our navy should lose com - 
mand of th'e sea, it would mean not 
only defeat, but conque.-it." 

In solemn tones Sir Kdward con- 
ciudi'tl his speech by pointing out the 
possibility of invasion, urging the na- 
tion to beware of acting in such a 
manner as to Increase the rlslts of war 
and prolonging it indefinitely at a 
minimum risk to other powers.

The storm la reported as 
one of the worst on record. - ' ' 

Ogdensburg, N. Y., l-'eb. 6. — This 
city Is completely snowbound. Not a 
train arrived or departed durnig tlio 
day. All tho snowplows and shov- 
elers that can he worked aro battling 
hard to reopen the lines. The snow- 
fall on the level this week has been 
31i inches. 

The ice has jammed the St. Law- 
rence river at Cornwall, Ont, settling 
back the water abou.t IS feet, tho 
lilghest level it has reached since the 
disastrou.s flood twenty-one years ago. 
The water is pouring over the river 
banks, and has flooded the cotton 
mills, causing their suspension and 
throwing oOO hands out of work. 

Another ice jam has forced at tho 
mouth of tho Grasse river, causing 
the water to back up over the village 
dam at Massona and flooding the flat 
lands. Many inhabitants are vacat- 
ing their' homes.

UNCLE SAM'S NAVY 

IHouse Committee Inclined to Keep 
Down Appropriations for 
New Ships 



AVashlngton, Feb. 6. — Though the 
house committee on naval affairs has 
taken no vote on the subject, there is 
excellent authority for predicting that 
it will recommend tlie application of 
monies for the building of only two in- 
stead of four battleships urged by 
President Roosevelt and Secretary of 
the Navy Metcalfe. 

The certainty of a heavy deficit and 
the prospect of decreased revenue dur- 
ing the next flscal year were held up 
as a warning by Chairman Tawney, of 
the appropriations committee, and a 
general tendency on the part of Re- 
publicans in the house to hold down 
expenses is evident. Tho naval com- 
mittee feels that it is wiser tn trim 
and prune in committee than to re- 
commend moasures of expenditure 
which probabl.v will be voted down on 
the floor. 

It is likoly, however, that the com- 
mittee will recommend an application 
to cover tlie reception into the nax'y of 
at least three of tho additional six 
tliou.snnd men asked for by the secre- 
tary of the navy to man tlio now bat- 
tlcslilps New Hampshire, Idaho and 
Mississippi, and tho new armoured 
cruisers North Caroline and Montana, 
soon to go into eonimission. The navy 
is now C,0()() men short of its quota. 



London, Feb. 6.— The conference of 
the representatives of the Atlantic 
steam.ihlii lines engaged In passenger 
traffic came to a conclusion todayf, 
and although none of the delegates 
will discuss the decisions, or even ad- 
mit 'that an agreement was reached), 
it is understood that a complete un- 
derstanding has been arrived at. 

This is partly confirmed by the fact 
that a committee of the conference is 
at worlt tills evening, presumably 
drawing up an agreement. The an- 
nouncement was made to the press 
that an official statement will be is- 
sued tomorrow. 

In shipping circles it is believed that 
the agreement includes an arrange- 
ment to put a stop to the cutting of 
rates, another to maintain passenger 
i-ates to all classes, and possibly the 
pooling of all steerage business, as is 
now done by the German lines. The 
steerage has been the chief cause of 
trouble between -the companies repre- 
sented at the conference, it having 
been difficult to decide what differ- 
entials would be allowed as between 
the companies taJdng passengers direct 
from the continent and tlie companies 
that liavo liad fir.st to transport their 
passenger.? from England to the con- 
tinent. There was also some trouble 
regarding the differentials on saloon 
rates, but it is understood that this 
difficulty was settled at one of the 
early nieetings of the conference. 
There has boon soino talk also that, 
the new agreement should cover a 
short period, the longer established of 
the I'Jnglish steamship companies prac- 
tically contending that tlic continual 
advent of Improved steamers made a 
revision of the rates necessary at fre- 
quent interval.s. 

It is understood that tho result of 
tho Atlantic steamship conference will 
insure a liarmonious working of the 
r5rltl.-;h and continental lines for the 
next tliree years, that the Canard cnm- 
Iiany will re-enter the North Atlantic 
conference, which now for the first 
tlmo also will include four Canadian 
companies, the Allan, tho Canadian 
Pacific, tlio Dominion and the Don- 
aldson, and that an under.standing will 
be arranged between tho Cunard and 
neinian companies respecting tlio 
Meditcrrano;in. 

llerr ISallin, director general of the 
Hamburg-American line, left London 
tonight, but will remain in England for 
a few dajs' rest.

The provincial government yester- 
day brought down by special message 
a bill to amend the Gonsiiltution act, 
withdrawing the : act = first: introduced 
and given its first reading. 

The act provides for the separation 
of the department of ttmds^and works, 
each being made a sepaiite depart- 
ment under separate ministers. A 
clause is Included Increasing tho in- 
demnity of members of the legislature 
from $800 to $1,:;00. 

The bill does not provide for an 
increase in the salaries of tho minis- 
ters. It is understood that provision 
will be made for these in the esti- 
mates. 

The second reading ol' the Factories' 
act bill, introduced by A. E. lAIcPhil- 
lil>l)s, Iv. C. (Islanils), took place. The 
vieasure was supported by all three 
pa rtie^. 

The bill aineniling tlii; Railw.iy As- 
sessment act, which empowers the 
lieutcnant-goveriun'-in-coiincii to ex- 
empt railways from taxation for ten 
years after their completion passed 
committee and was repoi'ted cinniilelo 
with amendments. Both the iinieiui- 
ment of Mr. Henderson, wliieh would 
prohibit the emi)loyment of Japanese 
and Chinese, and that of IMr. Huw- 
tliornthwaile, fixing a minimum wage 
rif S2.[iO per diem upon railways bene- 
fiting- b.v tho measure, were rejected. 
In either ca.50 alternative clauses to 
iiave the same effect were Introduced 
and adopted, by the government. The 
first of these pi'ohibited the employ- 
ment of "aliens" unless It was estab- 
lished to the satisfaction of the iieu- 
tenant-govcrnor-ln-eouncU that other 
labor cotdd not bo obtained. The lat- 
ter provided for the Inclusion of a 
"fair wage" regulation. 

The third reading of the bill to 
imend the Coal Tax ;ict was discharg- 
ed with the consent of the house, and 
Ihe bill referred back to committee to 
•o clau.ijn -1 struck out. Tho latter 
had bi'en introdiieed at the instance of 
.John C)liver, tlie member f(n- Delta,' 
Inu on consideration it was found that 
the clause would niilitate against tho 
interests of tlie province in certain 
litigation at present inider way. 

Tho bill of Mr. iJcInnis, tlie Social- 
istic member from Grtmd Forlcs, to 
prevent discrimination ag.ainst mem- 
bers oZ trade unions, was up for sec- 
ond reading. The debate was cinn- 
menced by I\lr. JTcInnis, who an- 
nounced that the bill w;\.i to prevent 
the adoption of the "card system" 
which had ^leen in use in certain min- 
ing centres of the ■ynited.,.S.tates. Fur- 
ther discussion lipon the'nieasure -^vas 
adjourned until today. " 

The bill is somewhat sweeping in its 
provisions. It prohibits, subj«j^t to 
penalty, an employer or the agent ot 
an employer asking or taltlhg any 
steps to ascertain whether a man 
•seeking employment Is a member of 
a union. 

It is unlikely that the measure will 
pass, as it is pointed cut that the bin 
v.ould prove Injurious to the unions 
rather than helpful, for it would vir- 
tually enforce the "open shop" practice 
throughout British Columbia, and 
would prevent an employer or for that 
matter any of his employees aaking a 
man if he had a union card. 

'J' ho .second reading of the bill to 
grant tho city of Victoria the old 
Quadra street cemetery, passcd~-wlth- 
out comment. 

Prior to the opening of the house

Factories' Act, 

A. K. ■Mcl^hlllips, K.C. (The lylands). 
r--Iii moving iJie second rending of thi.s 
bin for the protection of perao'ns em- 



ployed m factories, salt\: It Is Worthy; 
ot remark, sir, that this class of logis-. 
latlon is rather, late in making its ap- 
pearance on the statute book of this 
province. For as a matter of fact it 
originated In tho mother country as 
early as 1802, and has been followed" 
by successive and numerous enact-, 
ments with tho view of making It from 
time to time more effective, mainly, 
however, as the result of royal com- 
missions, who were appointed as oc- 
casion arose to obtain evidence as to 
the conditions existing in the factories 
of that country,;- .: , 

This bill, sliv ' la aiiite -coihp'rehen-r 
sive in its scope and covers very com- 
pletely the conditions which sViall exist 
in connection with tlie employment in 
particular., of children and of women,, 
as well as tlie'^llmitatlSh of the hours 
of labor. (Hear, hear). ■ 
It further, : sir, deals ; with the siafe-'. 
gu arding- of aangerous ^maqlilnery. The- 
great general prlnoipals, -Which Is now 
held to ;app]ly to •. the '^fei^ixJuotidn of 
evidence tn cgises of ^heijpafture now in 
quostion and- which may be said to 
have become legislative in its nature,' 
whore Such leglBlatloni''ls In force, is, 
that the verytjinrst place shall and,' 
must be given to the moral and physi-; 
cal well-being of tho working classes; 
Duty of State. 
And untiucstionably, it must bo con- 
coded that where any iier.sons, whether 
male or female, are emijloyed, a cer- 
tain distinct and Imperativo respon- 
sibility rests upon tin; state, and f. 
think It will also be conceded that it 
is our duty to see tliat this obligation 
i.s properly discharged. I am not say- 
ing, sir, that the conditions which at 
the ])resent time rule in these re- 
si)(!cts in this province, ai-e such that 
employers of labor are guilty of any 
nuiterial derelietimi of diit.\-, but it is 
nevertheless not at ,'ill unfair to state, 
and I am now speaking fnun personal 
acquaintance witli the construction of 
and the operation of machinery in fac- 
tories in this iirovince, thtit the condi- 
tions in many instances might almost 
be termed antiquated. Indeed, factories 
could easily be found, and not 1,000 
miles from these halls either, in wliich 
the machinery is in a dei)Iorable state,, 
lacking almost altogether the projicr- 
atid elTective safe-guards which were 
now always provided in modern plants. 
The shaftings, for example, are left 
unguarded, and with protruding bolts 
upon them, while dangerous machin- 
ery is not properly protected. Moie- 
o\'or workinginen- are not unfrequently 
oiiliged to oil such machinery when 
ill motion, and If they decline to do 
this dangerous work It practically 
means their uisnjissalj although no 
pei-son should be expected to do this 
kind of work in such conditions. 
Legislation Is Necessary 
.Vow it might be advanced that as 
we have so far got along very well, 
legislation of this character is not 
really necessary, but in answer to such 
observations it is quite sulilcient to 
say that instances hiive somewhat re- 
cently occurred, which clearly de- 
nionstriitc the fact that legislatloh of 
this kind has now, become an absolato 
necessity. (Hear, hear.) It is all very 
well to mention tlie fact that we l!a\-e 
already logislaiion on the statute boolc 
providing for the cases- nf workinginen 
who may be eniiiloyed on dangerous 
work. But nevertheless it will be 
generally agreed that prevention is, 
better 'than. Clf^(•^' ''It ■ i.s true that we 
have the common law, the Workmen's' 
Compensation Act, and the Employers' 
lilability^Abt, but it is certainly far 
more preferable to take stejis to pre- 
vent the occurrence of these accidents. 
(Hear, hear.) 'And -to" orde'r"-the in- 
Ktiillatlon of proper ' machinery sur- 
rounded by suitable and necessary 
safeguards, as a positive duty and 
obligation on the part of all employers 
in order to prevent as far as this Is 
possible the occurrence of these acci- 
dents. (Hear, hear.) As a matter of 
fact, sir, it must be remembered that 
when actions are brought by working- 
men they have arrayed against them 
capital with all the skilled professional 
assistance that arc always at the 
command of capital, and while It can- 
not be alleged, that justice Is not met- 
ed out to them In tho coliirts, yet it 
must in all fairness be admitted that 
worMJngmen In such circumstances 
occupy situations, attended with much 
expense and surrounded by many dif- 
ficulties, (Hear, hear.) I have now in 
mind the case of a man, who In this 
city met with an accident, which 
could never have occurred if the mar 
chlnery 4iad been properly protected, 
but It so happened that the Jury, 
which fully Intended^to give him a 
verdict with damages, so answered 
one' of the questions that the court 
could do nothing except record a ver- 
dict for the defence. And this was one 
of the unfavorable features, which at 
times arose in connection with these 
questions. (Hear, hear.) The evi- 
dence, however, plainly established the 
fact that a wholly unprotected bolt on 
the shafting, had been the direct 
cause of the accident Another and a 
remarkable circumstance was 'brought 
out In the testimony, W3s that while 
there were two distinct sets of ma- 
chiner.v, one part could not be shut 
down for repairs or for any - other 
reason unli^ss Utv. other part wei'jB.also 
shut down, and that if oiling were 
necessary in one section and were to 
be safely done, the entire plant had to 
be closed down. And It moreover bo- 
came evident that such a request 
would have led to the man's dismissal. 
Follows Manitoba Act 
In drawing up this bill, sir, I h;n'o 
closely followed the legislation of 
.Manitolia, which was ailopted in III02, j 



well aware^tlmt -as si;' private m'olnber 
I cannot deal' with the expenditure of 
public, money, ne-vertheie.is I desire to 
draw the especial ' attention of the 
administration to the provisions ot 
this bill, as a law of this kind has at 
last become a crying necessity in this 
province. (Hear, hear.) Nothing is 
needed more, and it is tho imperative 
fluty of the governiiient in my opinion 
to .see tliat these provisions are care- 
fully -worked out. (Hear, hear.) 

The statistics which from time to 
time appear show a tremendous death 
roll in connection with railroads, and 
an immense number of serious acci- 
dents among emplo.yees. (Hear, hoar.) 
And wdiile mines are In this respect 
subject to special law.s, a terrible loss 
of life is shown to occur in thcjo 
:Places,as well as in factories. For al- 
though this legislation, which wa.? be- 
gun In the Mother Country, so loiig 
ago ajs 1802, has now practically be- 
come a codp replete with the most 
careful provisions,, yet a larg<5 num-' 
iber of accidents occur there every year 
among worklngmeri, while In this 
province this, class lias ' absolutely no 
such protection whatever,- (Hear, 
hear.) 

Now, sir, if a man loses an armi, 
etc., and under the present legislation, 
recovers In damages JBQO or $1,000, 
what real advantage or what-adequate 
compensation Is thus secured. As a 
matter of fact lives and limbs cannot 
be properly measured In money value.; 
(hear, hear) and In tho circnnistancon 
I feel that it is absolulely our dut.v to 
make this bill tho law of the land. 
(He,ar, hear.) I admit, air. that I feel 
most strongly upon this subject, and 
I feel perfocUy satisfied that I v.-\U 
have the cordial support o-f over.y hon. 
member in tills house in my endeavor 
I0 7-)lace this bill on the statute bool; 
of the pro^■ince of British Colum*>i.a. 

Mr. JlcPliillips resumed his seat 
amid general and hearty apiilause, in 
which tho Socialist members conspic- 
uously joined. 

IVIr. Hawthornthwaite Compliments. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite warmly com- 
plimented the hon. gentleman, ;ind 
added that this was not the lirst oc- 
casion upon which the lion, gentleman 
had sought to benefit the working men 
of this province. For a mmiber of 
years a.go he had Introduced the Shops 
Regulation act, while in addition he 
had generally supiiorted all legislation 
advanced in the intm-ests of the work- 
ing clas.ses, wliicb did not injuriously 
iiffect our commercial interest,-. But 
this sort of li-gislation was naturally 
lo l)o expected at this stage of tlie 
game, for there never was a time when 
the .attention of worliing men was in a 
greater degree concentrated upon the 
proceedings of the legislature. The 
bill bore every evidence of careful 
dr.aughtmanship. The Ijlll was read 
the second time.

The liill introduced by Dr. Jlall 
(iVolson) entitled An Act to Amend 
the :Master and Servant Act .'Vmond- 
ment act, was read a third time and 
passed. 

To Protect Trades Unionists. 
John Mclrinls (Grand Forks) then 
moved the second 'reading of the bill 
entitled An Act to Prevent Discrimin- 
ation Against Members ,of Trade 
Unions. 

I3[e stated that while he realized that 
it -was im{>,o.ssihl& to. entirely stop dis- 
crimination',' The had introduced the 
present measure to prevent the intro- 
diictlon into British Columbia of the 
nefarious card sy.^toin employed In 
some parts of tho United .State.-^, nota- 
l)ly tlii^ states of Idalio, Color.-ulo and 
Wyoming. There the employers of 
different mines pooled their interests 
and liired their employees in ccnnmon. 

Each man seeking employment was 
compelled to answer a long list of 
questions. Ho was compelled to re- 
nounco his allegiance to any trade 
union. 

Ho was thus fettered In every way. 
The trade unions have been able to do 
nnicli for their members in tli..; way of 
alleviating their lot, obtaining better 
wages and better working conditions, 
and the eapitall.'rt feared the union. 
Ninety per cent, of the unfoi-tuiiate 
strikes wliich were constantly occur- 
ring wert' cau.sed not by the unions, 
but b\- the aggressions of the capital- 
ists. :\lr. ilultmis passed a panegyric 
upon the unions and labor organiza- 
tions. He was a member of one which 
had been criticized, through no fault 
of its own, all over the country. Ho 
referred to the "Western Federation, of 
Miners. The capitalists of the western 
states had endeavored to stamp out 
this union, and to do so had conducted 
a campaign of gross misrepresenta- 
tion. 

The province of British Columbia 
has had very few disputes. Thhs was 
because It was the best organized of 
any of the provinces of Canada or 
states of the union. It was the best 
organized portion of North America. 
He wa,? anxious that no strikes .'should 
occur. Ho regretted to note Ih.-it in 
tho Boundary country, one company, 
tho Granby Mining comiiany, v.'as en- 
deavoring to discriminate against the 
union, lie could assun- the Cranby 
company that their efforts would be in 
vain. The union men of the Boundary 
country would not give In very read- 
ily.

lay his cour.se by the laws of the land.

The .gov- 
ernment in making an appeal to tho 
country to obey the law, sets an ex 
aniple by Temoving, as far as possible 
ail trace's of the exceptional regime by 
Franco, annulling the powers concen- 
trated in the hands of the cabinet, re 
storing tho liberty of the press and 
parliamentary immunity, revoking the 
municipal boards appointed by the 
former prenjier and abplishlngr the 
exceptional powers conferred upon 
police tribunals. It aoes not grant 
amnesty, biit political prisoners may 
now po before the courts to tried 
in accordance with the law. The 
elections Will be heI4 as soon as pos- 
sible, and tho people will make their 
response. 

King's Presentiment 

It Is related hero today that when 
rremier Franco visited King Carlos 
to procure his signature to the decree 
(jI: .Tanuary 1, which gave tlie cabinet 
unlimited ijowers to suppress agita- 
tion, libs iVIajosty said; "1 liave a 
presentiment that in signing this de- 
cree I am signing my own death war- 
rant, but it is of little conseauence." 

Tlie Diarlo, the popular organ of the 
Regenertttionist party, which was sus- 
pended by Premier Franco, has re- 
sumed publication. It promises to 
support the new government. An- 
otljer newspaper, the Diarlo de Noti- 
cias, independent In politics, has come 
out in favor of tho new government, 
and King Manuel, because it believes 
tliat the decree promulgated by the 
>uung King Will clarify the political 
airno.sphero and serve to re-establish 
lilierty and observance of •the law. The 
newspapers that in the past supported 
Premier B'ranco, made no reference to 
his flight. 

It is reiiiu'ted today that Dowager 
Queen Marl.a Pia, utterly unstrung by 
the overwlielinln,g blow which has fal- 
len uj^on her, will seek a (juiet retreat 
in Italy. 

Al'tcr the minister of war in tlio 
)''rnri(:o cabinet, Vah^concellos Porto, 
resigned his oflico lie addressed a let- 
ter to the commanding military ofli- 
cers of Lisbon, thanking them for 
their valuable supijort, and the loyalty 
and discipline of their troo])S,

WOMEN WANT THE 

RIGHT TO VOTE 

Delegation on Behalf of Wo- 
men of Victoria Wait on 
Cegisi^tiv.e CoiTiniittee 



The municipal committee of the 
legislature met two delegations at its 
session l.'ist evening. One was a 
delegation of ladies, consisting of Mrs. 
Gordon tirant, Mrs. C. Spofford and 
Mi.'-'.s Ada L. A. Murcutt, to protest 
against any change; hi tlie franchise 
as applied to the women of Victoria. 
The other was a delegation consist- 
ing of Messrs. Cairns, Orr and Wells 
I'rojn the city of Chilliwack, a.sklng 
that Bonio means may bo devised by 
which the town, when it becomes a 
city, may be able to reftjse to issue 
liquor jicenses. In both Jpstances the 
chairman, W. H- Uayward ,Cowichan., 
promisejcl that th<? rn^ter would be 
given all duo attention. 

l'"or tlie delegation first mentloni'd, 
Mrs. Grant was the first speaker. She 
luotcsted that the propoaed action of 
the government would b,o a retro- 
grade step. It had been represented 
that th* changv was not directed 
against the women of tho city, but' 
against tlje saloon keepers. Accord- 
ing to one statement which had 
reached her ears;, various saloon Iceeii- 
ers were in the habit of keeping .i! 
dozen or so dogs, paying tlie license 
fees upon them inider various names, 
and tlien at election time having dif- 
ferent men registered under these 
names. If this were so. wliy was it 
tliat tho saloon kceper.s were in fa- 
vor of the change. 

Mrs. Spofford stated that siie rep- 
resented the local Courici! of Women, 
which had over 1,000 members, not 
aliens, but Brltisli born. They were 
educated, intelligent and deeply inter- 
ested in the government ot municipal 
and other affairs. 

They believed that tho character of 
the men and women of a community 
was more important than any other 
matter and the women were tlie edu- 
cator-s of the ciiildren. But the edu- 
cation of tho children was carried on, 
not in tlie iiome, but in the community, 
and lience the women desired to have 
a voice in the regulation and govern- 
ment of the community. 

(It was not correct to say that the 
women who owned property werq 
best serving the interests of the com- 
munity. It was the woman who was 
rearing a family to become honest 
and industrious citizens. Tet the pro- 
posed law jvould give the first a vote 
and would deny it to the latter. 

If they were deprived of the right 
to vote thsy could not accept it 
graciously. (Laughter and applause.) 
While tliey would continue to be law- 
abiding, they could not accept it 
graciou^l}'.. 

•Mlfss MMr9)Jtt stilted that the dele- 
gation of whicli she was a member 
had first interviewed the sovern-: 
mont, which had referred it to the 
municipal committee. She was pleased 
to see that tiie committee appeared oo 
be better Informed and more pro- 
gressive tiian the government.' 

She' referred to the fact that in 
.iVustralia, by the tenn.s ot tho law 
which constituted the commonwealth 
of Australia 800,000 women were en- 
franchised. In New Zealand also they 
had the right to vote. She trusted 
that the province of British Columbia 
would prove the i)ioneer province of 
Canada in this particular. 

The Ghllliwack delegation was in- 
troduced by C. W. Munro, member 
for that constituency. Mr. Cairns was 
tho principal siiokesman. 

Ho stated that no license for tlie, 
sale of liquor had ever been granted 
in the city of Chilliwack. The people 
there wore opposed to the issuance 
of a licen-se, and it wa.s feared that 
now that the city wa.^, being incor- 
porated that this would be e.vpedited 
by the terms of the Municipal Clauses 
act. Under that act tho license com- 
missioners could issue a license upon 
the petition olT all the residents of a 
single block, plus those who lived on 
the street opposite the premises. 

Ho pointed out that the desired pro- 
tection could be obtained by amend- 
ing section 194 of thie act, which, as 
It stands, provides that in municipali- 
ties of leas than 1,000 a petition signed 
by two-thirds of the ratepayers must 
be pre.sented favoring the granting 
of the proposed license. If this were 
changed to include comninnitles ot 
Kay 4,000 it would liavo the desired 
effect. 

It the community were given the 
right to elect their own licen,se com- 
missioners llie same moans wouUl be 
served. All they r.siced was tlmt the 
wishes of the community, which was 
clearly agji.inst tlic grant.ing- of a 
license sliuuhi rule. 

The comiuittee then considered the 
clauses ot the bill to amend and con- 
solidate the Municipal Chauses act. 
This will be resumed at tho next sit- 
ting.

certain railway companies, which 
adopted a wording in respect to this 
particular subject cnrculated to re- 
move the danger of disallowance. 
Now it was to bo borne. In mind that 
this loglHlatiirc undoubtedly possessed 
tho iiower to enact all these ads, uiul 
tho authoritloH at Ottawa did not in-e- 
tend the contrar.v, but simply took up 
a position ot linn opposition to anti- 
allen and to aiiti-Orlcr.tai legislation.

Hon. Mr. Bowser: Ho liad pointed 
out that it was evidently the -.fixed in- 
tention of tiie Dominion government, 
both as a matter ot policy and as a 
matter of law, tliat all acts which em- 
anated from this legislature and 
wliich contained sucli a section as was 
now proposed in amondment in re- 
gard to this particular class of labor 
would be disallowed. This fact had 
become crystallized in their legislation, 
in view of these facts there could only 
bo one reason for the desire of hon. 
gentleman opposite to insert the very 
same kind of a section In this bill, and 
tliat was to make it inoperative, by 
bringing about its disallowance. 
(Hear, hoar.) 

:Mr. Henderson denied that his 
Qinendmcnt, if adopted, would render 
the liill inoperative, and claimed that 
the I,.iboral administration at Ottawa 
liad since IStlS and 1899 assmned an 
entirely different poKitlon 011 this 
(lue.stion, in vie\\» of a decision which 
had been given by the privy council. 
This entire change In policy dated 
from 1903. Tho hon. gentleman in 
support of ills contcMition cited a niini- 
ber of cases, wliu'h the hon. the at- 
torney-general maintained were Avholly 
iireleVant to the jiresent situation. 
Says There Are Later Rulings. 

Mr. Henderson asked why tho at- 
torney-general went back so far when 
there had been later rulings on tlio 
same subject. 

In 1903 an act to amend the Subsi- 
dized Railways act was liefore tlie 
house'. It ini luded a, clause not quite 
as drastic .'is the one at present un- 
der coiishleration, but to tlie same ef- 
fect. The Dominion government had 
allowed it to staiul. 

Mr. Henderson also alluded to the 
Liquor Dicenso Amendmiuit act of 
lOOU, which had iirovided tli.at no li- 
cense should be transferred to anyone 
of the Indian race. 

Hon. nichard McBride and- Hon. W. 
.T. Bowser pointed out that the ca.ges 
were not at all similar, and the mejn- 
ber for Yale congratulated -Viiipself 
that lie was "irritating" the member^ 
of the government. ' • 

Mr. iTonderson further referred to 
tlie Tommy Iloma case and averred 
that in this Instance the -ipMster of 
justice had'raversed his rullnj? in laws 
of this nature. 

The proposal in the present instance, 
was for tlio proyince to grant an ex- 
emption, which was perfectly within 
its rights upon certain conditions. 
The lieuteriant-gDvernor in council 
had the right to make certain regu- 
lations with regard to labor. The 
amondment merely specified the con- 
VlltiouH. Hence lie held that the 
house had a perfect rigid, to pass 
this legislation and that the minister 
of justice, having reversed his oiiinlop 
upon the matter would allow tiiem ti?^ 
stand. 

Ho Is Merely Amusing. ■ 
Hon. Mr. McBrkle: TI73 hon. gen- 
tleman (Mr. Henderson) remarkod 
that I was somewhat irritable, but T 
must admit that ho now appeals to 
me only in the liglit of being' rather 
amusing. \\"liy, sir. It W'as only the 
other day wlien he was trying to malce 
this legislature Ijelleve tliat although 
the .Matal iict contained the word 
lawful, as a matter of Itiw, "hiwful," 
as it appeared In the bill me; ut "un- 
lawful." And now we have a reiietl- 
tion of that nerfonnancc this aftor- 
rtooni whljo the hon. gentloinan has 



been essaying to reconcile the per- 
formances of the Ottawa government 
on this question with his statements. 
(Hear, liear.) He gravely assured the 
committee yesterday tliat Ottawa 
wouli? allow this bill to remain upon 
our statute books, and we took the 
hon, tho leader of the opposition upon 
this point at once. But what better 
authority could , possibly be produced 
for advice in this, matter than the act 
which was passed in this par'iament 
in 1902, and which has been ciieA by 
the hon. the attorney-general. (Hear, 
hear.) Why, sir, hero is .1 solemn act 
of this Icglsltaure, enacted by the 
unanimous vote of this parliament, 
with the distinct object of curing cer- 
tain defect.s in our iegi.siation which 
had been pointed out on the part of 
tlie administration at Ottawa, and 
.which, if tlieir advice was not fol- 
lowed, would, if persisted in, result in 
the disallowance of such acts. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Not Trying for Advantage 
Now, I am not trying to make po- 
litical capital out of this queation or 
I take hon. gentlemen opposite at a 
political disadvantage, and I honestly 
believe that most of the hon. gentle- 
men opposite eniially witii tlie hon. 
members on this side of the house 
really wish to see this railway legis- 
lation passed througli the house in or- 
der that construction may begin at the 
very ea.-;!iest possible moment. And I 
also know that some of the lion, mem- 
bers opposite will take my word for 
it, that in our efforts to bring about 
this construction under the terms ' of 
this bill, we will most scrupulously 
.see to it tiiat white laiior is projierly 
prote(;tcil. (Caoors.) But here, sir, as 
an act pas.-ied by this legislature five 
years ago under pressure from Ottawa, 
whlcii practically compels the execu- 
tive council to see that white labor is 
not jirolected. And surely my lion, 
friend must know that .a.s a matter -.if 
more coiislHtciicy in any arrangeineiits 
and in any biargalns that wo may con- 
clude we will mo.-it assLU"ed!y see to 
it tliat the professions which in thi? 
past we have made on tho platform 
as well as through the press of the 
country, everything will be dona for. 
the protection of the Interests of white 
labor that the condiilbns will permit 
us to accomplish. <Ch'eera,) And, sir, 
Is It riot quite clear that if we incor- 
porated conaitlons''whlch were at var- 
ittpoQ with the interests of British Co- 
lumbia, as a responsible government, 
we must undoubtedly siiffcr; and fur- 
ther, ,ls it not quite evident that as 
the government of tlie day. wo must 
caj'ry out these trjinsactimis In a 
proper manner. And In all tho circum- 
stances of the case it must lie taken 
for granted by every reasonable man, 
it soem.s to nu', lliat this adminlst-ra- 
tlon will see tlial while labor is pro- 
tected, and that Orientals will be e.K- 
cliKled from employment uiioii tlK'se 
roads. (I-Ienr, hear.) And from tho 
statements wdikdi ha.ve been inailo by 
the lion, the a ttorney-goneral, and by 
the hon. member for Yiile, who liu« 
quoted from tlio sessional papers that 
not'ding has since tlint time been said 
or <lone -which dualKleB the declara- 
tion of the minister of ju.jtico upon 
this suliject five years ago. v (Hoar, 
hear.) 

He Is Cornered 
My hon. friend Is in 4 snmowhat 
enitiurrassed condition at tho present 
moment, for lis a matter of fact my 
colleague, the hon. tho att(jriiey-gon- 
eral corn(?red liim, and ho has not the 



slightest chance of escape. (Cheers.) 
In Ills extremity the hon. gentleman 
cites tlie amendment to the J'ablic 
Works act and the Liquor act. But 
no one knows better than the lion, 
gentleman himself that the policy of 
the government add, in' fact, the law 
of the land is intended to pjrpliibit the 
supidying of liquor .to, or the handling 
of liquor by Indians. And consequent- 
iy It is quite In the line of the policy 
whicli haa been<adopted at Ottawa to 
single out Xiadlans. But in all other 
legislation. In 1902 and In 1903, we 
carefully cut out all direct mention of 
Chinese and of Japanese in order that 
wo might not run the risk of disal- 
lowance. (Hear, hear.) And In these 
circumstances one of our bills was al- 
lov/ed to go through, and I am quite 
satisfied that there is a chance of 
bills going through which are passed 
in that shape at the present time. 
(Hear, liear.) 

As far, sii-, as the constitution and 
circLinistanccs will permit U.-5 1:0 go, we 
have gone, and in view of tlio author- 
ities, wliicli the hon. tho attorney- 
general, has city, and of the legislation 
of 1.902, I trust tliat hon. gentlemen 
opposite will, at this stage of the de- 
bate, perccdve the advisability of with- 
drawing ills amendment, and of jier- 
uiittiiig the aniendment \vhich lias 
been proposed by niy colleague to pas.j 
the house.

A MONTREAL VIEW 

The Montreal Gazette, in Its com- 
ments ' upon the reservation of the 
Bowser Bill has - npt,' always shown 
itself familiar with the facts, and 
hence, what it had to say was not 
always to the poliit. Since the pa- 
pers, were laid before the House of 
Commons it has taken up the matter 
again and this is the conclusion 
reached by it as to the course follow- 
ed by the federal Premier: 

The responsibility rests upon the 
Dominion government. When Sir 
Wilfrid Laurler said in the House of 
Commons that his, government had 
not advised LieutenanL.- Governor 
Dunsmuir to withhold his assent from 
the Bill, he .said something that does 
not agree w^th the action and tele- 
gram of his colleafue, Mr. Scott, and 
something calculated to throw odium 
upon Lieutenant-Governor Dunsmuir, 
when it v/da. his duty to protect him 
from unjust, and unjustifiable as- 
saults. 

This conclusion is fully borne out 
by the facts. The Dominion govern- 
ment appears in a very discreditable 
liglit all tliroiigli the transaction. It 
lias given a pitiable exhibition of 
running witli the bare and hunting 
with the hounds. By and bye the 
pi'ople of British Columbia will have 
an opportunity to say what they 
think of the course followed by Ot- 
tawa, and their verdict will be one of 
the strongest condemnation. 



A PITIFUL tale; 

The .story of the suffering of the 
poor in New York city is one of tho 
most pitiful tales that has been 
printed in a long time. Ncv/ York 
claims to be a very ricii city, and 
doubtless is. America is said to be a 
land of opportunities, and so it is. But 
in company with boundless wealth and 
boundless opportunities gaunt poverty 
strides along with eeiual pace, and tho 
poor freeze and starve to death within 
sight of heaped-up riches. What a 
terrible indictment this Is of what we 
are pleased to call Christian civiliza- 
tion. Little cause for Wonder is there 
that the b'itter cry of the outcast poor 
Is against existing institutions; little 
cause for surprise is there in the fact 
that the Socialist advocate finds thou- 
sands ^of symjiathetic listeners and 
even nihilism in its worst .aspects has 
apologists. "Will iiotliing arouse the 
nations to the awful peril that lurks in 
. the great cities? We have made com- 
mercialism our god. "VV;e, h^ve. mstde 
the heaping up of wealth the only 
virtue. Our saints are tlie niultimil- 
iioiiaires. A few days ago wo were 
told that, a snowfall In New York, 
which caused the poor a good deal of 
■suffering, was In reality a blessing in 
disguise, for it gave tiieui work shov- 
elling it away. The horror of such a 
statement, which seemed so mucii a 
matter of course that it was tele- 
graphed all over the country by the 
Associated Press and was- commented 
upon at the time by nobody, is quitch 
as gi-eat as anytliiug uttaoliing to the 
social conditions in France in the tinio 
of Louis XVI. Gibbon tells us that 
in the i-elgn of Justinian so dire was 
the poverty of Rome that the people 
were glad to got bran, straw and dried 
gras.s to eat; but their cohditiim was 
better than that of some of the people 
of New York in this 190Sth year of 
Christendom. To die of cold and hun- 
ger in the heart of a great' city, teem- 
ing with riches, is a fate as wretched 
as can befall human beings. If New- 
York were alone In this awful condi- 
tion, it would be bad enough; but we 
all know that other large cities are in 
tlie same case. Wc also know, or if 
we ao not we ouglit to know, tliat a 
continuance of such conditions means 
that they will grow wors^ for from 
the very necessity of the case the sub- 
merged stratum of society will sink 
lower and lower. AVliat may Ijc the 
outcome is beyond present knowledge, 
but unless sometliing is done tu check 
the downward movenicnt, disaster is 
inevitable. 



Our eateemod evening contemporary 
may find a large-sized surprise await- 
ing it in regard to what the Domin- 
ion .govcrniiioiit li:is done in i-etcrenco 
to a certain kind of legislation. Wean- 
wliilo we suggest that It is not always 
well to be absolutely cocksure of any- 
tlilng.

Bryco's University", '■scheme was still- 
born, BIrrell is tacking the ques- 
tion with apparent cheerfulness, but 
in other directions he has seen his 
plans .slilpwrecked. Mr. Blrrell la an 
amiable gentleman, with no vice.s and 
no defects, except a weakness for, a 
whole-iiearted sympathy witli, the 
benevolent but supertlclul views of the 
good Dr. Watts as to tlie ncelcssness 
of disputes amongst mankind. Unfor- 
tunately these defects have proved fa- 
tal to him as a minister. When iic 
finds men ciuarrelling over first princi- 
ples his motliod of reconclliatlou is to 
bury those principles beneath a lieaii 
of sparkling phra.ses. Nowhere is tlie 
conflict of first principles more obvi- 
ous than in Ireland, Nevertlieleas, Mr, 
Birrell cxpresed liis -surprise, whicli 
was no doubt genuine, at tlic failure of 
a scheme wliich mortified the Nation- 
alists by withliolding tlio substance of 
their demand, while it exasperated the 
Unionists by conceding its form. His 
subsequent conduct lias been equally 
benevolent ajid equally futile. He 
holds that it--"is- no more , nece^ary for 
him to aisaiSproVe of crlm^ in Ireland 
than it Is for the Home'' Secretary to 
disapprove bl chimb in Great Britain 
Such disapprovals, he thinks, shdujid 
go without saying.

We 
are therefore entitled to uak whether 
In his opinion the end justifies the 
means. He has at last proclaimed 
that it does not. AVhy, then, does he 
not a|ct accordingly, and avail him-self 
of the legal weapon at -his disposal V 
B.ecause he is a kind man, und does 
not like harsh methods, the sanction- 
ing of which he deprecated. Here is a 
pretty dilemma. Mr. Birrell dlsappoves 
of the evil and of the remedy. What 
is ho to do?

Annual Report of Chief Watson 
' Considered by the Fire 
Wardens;,- 

In hid annual reporti'i which has just 
heen submitted- - to:' >the' fire wardens, 
Firo Chief Thomas Watson lays spe- 
cial emphasis upon the necessity of 
the city providing an increase of fire- 
hien and tlie putting before the rate- 
payers a hy-!aw to raise money for 
additions to the equipment of the bri- 
gade. Chief M'^at.-ion also suggests 
that the pay of all those members of 
the force who have been on tlie brl 
gade for a year be raised from ti 
$00 per month, and that a stated gi-ado 
of pay be arranged. 

These sugBestlons of Chief Watson 
aro now being considered by the lire 
wardens, and it is expected that at 
Monday night's meeting of the city 
council the flro wardens' will submit a 
report embodying all the changes and 
additlouo to the lire-llghtlng equip- 
ment suggested by the chief. Chief 
Watson's report is as follows: 
More Equipment. 
I beg herewith to submit for your 
approval my annual report for the 
year just closed. 

The number of alarms during tlio 
year readied 1,907, being greatly in 
excess of any iirc\'k)us year, and 49 
more than tiio previous year. This 
great excess in tlie number of fires, I 
attribute to tlic vast growth of the 
residential districts, assisted by the 
remarkably dry summer. ' 

The !o.3s by fire during the year 
amounted to $yl,400, of which amount 
the lire on July -*3 was $80,000, leav- 
ing a balanct^ of $5,400 to cover 195 
fires; In addition to this there was the 
fire at the Fair Grounds, although 
corporation property is outside the 
city limits, the loss for this lire is es- 
timated at ?23,t)00. 

I have during the past month had a 
general inspection of tlie apparatus on 
hand, and tlnd all in fairly good con- 
dition. The engines Merryweather 
and Waterous were found in lirst class 
shape. The old Deluge engine, I regre* 
to say. Is about past its usefulness, and 
cannot be depended on any further. 
The chemical . engines^ and hose, wag- 
ons are all In good order, 1jut the hoio 
i-eel 'at headquarters is beginning to 
show .signs oC' age''' 

Horsesihave be.en .renewed, so as to 
retain efflclency, and the liose is also 
In good order, " although; a- larger 
amount should be purchased , during 
the coming year, as the supply is none 
too great. 

Efficiency Maintained. 
As to the staff, there is no complaint 
to be made, although there v.'as some 
what of a scarcity of men during the 
spring and summer, the cRlcicney ha 
been maintained. The deportment has 
been good, no breach of discipline of 
any consequonce, and the health In 
general has been good. 

For the coming year 1 should . rec- 
ommend the purchase Of ati least three 
horses to replace, some whiiBh are get 
ting tod' old.'-"' -i ' ••")- -.^.i p-hl^ v.. 

That ;a-:Sufflolen£rrsum,.>beo^Uthprizcd 
to remodel-* ihe<line.'wdrli-.of-vthe Are 
alarm system, tlio present .circuits be- 
ing too long and unwieldy. 

That at leaat 2,D00 feet of two and 
one-half inch flro hoso and 300 feet of 
chemical ho.so be purchased. 

That more men be added to the 
in-esent slalf and that arrangements 
be made to bring on the by-law for 
the purcliase of modern apparatus 
without delay, so that in the event of 
its defeat, a sufhcU^nt amount be set 
a.slde out of general revenue to pro- 
cure at least one piece of apparatus. 

We feel the nccesslly more and 
more of having qulclier method of 
reaciiiiig llres at long distances. 

I would also recommend that all 
those men who have been on the force 
Cor a year at $.'i5 per moiitli, be rated 
as lirst-eiass at $00, also that a stated 
grade of pay be arranged, so that mer- 
itoi-ious length of nervlco may bo rcc- 
ogiiiiced liy an Ijicreaso of pay up to a, 
stated amount. 

It has been suggested by Afr. Kay- 
niur, water commissioner, that the care 
of the liydraiit.i bo handed over to my 
department. I consider this a good 
move and ^vould recommend that thl.s 
bo done and provision be made in the 
estimates for suniclont help to carry 
out the work. 

In conclusion, I bog to tender my 
sincere thanks to the mayor' and fire- 
wardens, also the council at large, for 
favord during the "year.

Breaking In a Locomotive. 

f'Ke^V. persons outside the realm of the 
6t>eratlng department of a railroad 
know anything of the ofttimes vexa- 
tious peculiarities ';ind not. infrequent- 
ly seemingly intelligent capers of a 
locomotive when being "broke" to its 
mission in the worJd. Kach new engine 
must undergo a set training or test be- 
fore it is init into actual service, and 
each locomotive which has g-ono 
through the shops for repairs is given 
a certain working out before it is re- 
turned to its erstwhile duties. 

Some locomotive manufacturing 
companies complete their engines 
ready for actual service before seiul- 
ing them out, others ship them to liu; 
destination in a partial "knockdown" 
state and they- are completed in the 
shop.s of the road to which they are 
delivered. 

When a new engine is taken into a 
shop it is turned over to a mechanic 
whoso duty it is to lit it up and make 
all concctions and adjustments of tho 
interior mechanism, T'his completed, 
tho engine is turnod over to a lireman 
wlio steams it up and lilow.s it off in 
order to remove any grease that might 
have accumulated in the boiler or any 
.such foreign substance as might cause 
a boiler to "foam" while in service. 
The engine is then turned over to an 
engineer, wliose duly It is to "brealt" 
it in. Tho engine is steamed up again, 
and if it will run is taken for u little 
tryout about the yard. 

Tho science of locomotive building 
has been developed to such a line point 
that tliere is little danger now of an 
cngln(! "l)ucking" on its lirst trial. The 
main features in tlie test is to see thai 
there is no heating in tlie .iournal.-i or 
rod brasses. If there is no heating 
the engine is run about tlie yard.'-, for 
about half a day and the steam is 
again blown from the^ boiler. 

Tlio engine is then steamed up and 
taken for a long run on the main line. 
If during this test there are no capor.^ 
cut tho engine Is sent out for its trip 
with about 500 tons to draw. If it runs 
all right the tonnage Is gradually in- 
creased to 950 tons. The tonnage de- 
ponds greatly upon the alze of the en- 
gine. The average engine of today 
will draw about 950 tons on a moun- 
tainous road and from 1,200 to 1,600 
tons over a level haul. Tho test speed 
Is from 1 to 20 miles an hour.

Morikawa, His 
Imperial Japanese Majesty's consul, 
who wrote as follows: 

"Vancouver, B. C, Jan. Zo, 1908. . 
"His Imperial Japanese Majesty's 

Consulate. 

"Sir— I am desired by His Imperial 
Highness Prince Fashtmt to transmit 
to you, Mayor of Victoria, the accom- 
rianyins photograph' of the Prince 
which His Highness wishes to present 
to the city of Victoria as a souvenin 
of his visit to Canada in Juno, 1907. 

"In presenting |Ilg fljghnra.* photo- 
graph-! lim to express- his-fiifeii appre- 
ciation of the courtesies' arid^the cor- 
dial welcome which were extended to 
him by the citizens of Victoria during 
hia visit to your country. 

"I have the honqr to be, sir, your 
most obedient servant,

No Science in Bridge Building.

Mrs. .Thompson presided and said 
that after -the' Bplendld-'ttddresses given 
this week) the lecturer needed -no in- 
troduction to an' audience of- Victoria 
women. 

Miss Murcutt, before commencing 
her address, announced tho two re- 
maining lectures of the series. This 
afternoon at 3:30 an address will be 
given to children, illustrated by lime- 
light views. The mothers present were 
urged to allow their cliildreii to attend 
or to come ^vitll tiiem. 'roniglil's lec- 
tiaro will bo on Russia and tiic Island 
prison of Sagliallen. Miss Murcutt is 
the only British woman who has vis- 
ited this prison, and her experience 
there was a unitiuc one. tinlike the 
other lectures, there will bo an admis- 
sion fee of twonty-live cents charged 
tonight to defray llie expenses incur- 
red during the week. 

Miss Murcutt liad addrcased a meet- 
ing of 2,200 men in Glasgow. As she 
looked ppoti the upturned sea of faces, 
she ■was jlmpresised with the 'strength 
and power of manhood. If Bhe could 
capture these men for God and for 
righteousness, how much It would add 
to the safety of women and the purity 
of home. 

Again, she had spoken to 12,000 boys 
and girlEj In one afternoon. Then she 
felt that her greatest work was among 
the children. They were the promi.so 
of the future. The Catholic priest wa.5 
rigiit who had said "Give me the first 
seven years of a child's life and you 
may take the rest." 

It had been said out, of every hun- 
dred adults who took the pledge, nine- 
ty broke it, while of every hundred 
children who took the pledge of total 
abstinence, ninety kept it. No pains 
sliould be spared to influence children 
for good. 

"Now, though," said Miss Murcutt, 
"as f loolv over this great audience of 
women, I feel that if the women of 
the country could be captured for tho 
right the men and the children would 
be safe. 

It had been a vexed question as to 
which had tho largest sized brain at 
birth, a male or female child. Much 
investigation had shown that they 
were equal. As years passed on, how- 
ever, man's superior advantages de- 
veloped his brain, and it must be 
granted he • had greater physical 
strength. Yet, there was no power on 
earth greater than a woman's inilu- 
enee. 

Tho women of Canada possess many 
blessings which they lake as a matter 
of course. In reality tlieir licarts 
sliould be full of gratitude. Tlie Chris- 
tian religion had been a great emanci- 
pator of women. In China a man 
reckoned his wife .us a chattel.- The 
practice of. deformtog>.!the ieet- 0^,. -the 
llttlo girls was described, s The .v-de- 
formedMpet -and the useledsness-. they 
caused. -were a slgni of- aristocracy. In 
our own land there were .•still men and 
women who considered work a dis- 
glrace. This feeling was a relic of 
barbarism. i 

In Japan, in former days, women 
were highly honored. In art, in liter- 
ature and even in war, they played 
leading parts. Nine of their great po- 
tentates were women. The language 
and literature of Japan were their 
women's noblest monuments. 

But with the Introduction of con- 
fusianism women fell into an infer- 
ior position. The three rules of the 
great philosopher with regard to 
women wore: Tho girl must 
obey her parents, the wife, her hus- 
band and tho widow her eldest son. 
The result was seen in the attitude, 
of wives and duaghters of. a. family. 
They took the position of servants. 
Marriages were not the result of love 
but were contracted solely with the 
view of the perpetuation of family 
life. In marriage the only persons 
who were not consulted ■ were the 
young couple themselves. If-a woman 
married the eldest son, she must 
live with her -husband's parents, 
whom she must render the same -obe- 
dience as she bad done to her own. 

A great, deal of the old spirit, how- 
over, yet survived ■ among Japanese 
women. The Red Cross society, of 
Japan proved itself during tho late 
war to be a most efficient band of 
nurses. Therfi were many clubs con- 
nected with the Shinto Shrine. Miss 
Murcutt spent some time in Japan, 
where she was engaged- in journalistic 
work. On one occasion she had been 
asked to address a religious club of 
a thousand members.- Although It 
had rained day afiA night for three 
days, she found, Instead of the half 
dozen women she had expected to' 
see, that every one of the thousand 
members were in their places. These 
ladles listened to the speeches of Miss 
Murcutt and her friend,, for live 
hours and a half, and at the end of 
that time Invited the speakers to 
come and talk to tHem all the next 
day. 

The lecturer went on to speak of 
the necessity of enthusiasm. On a 
journey from Glasgow to Ayr, she had 
seen at Intervals men playing golf in 
rain so heavy that the'y were forced 
to hold up . umbrellas. At Newcastle 
men played football, and 60,000 people 
watched- them, when It was ninety in 
tlie shade. That was enthusiasm. If 
tho women of Victoria were animated 
by as great enthusiasm in the cause 
moral refoi'm, they would shake, 
not only Victoria and Britisli Colum- 
bia, but the whole of Canada, 

The speaker told of the warm wel- 
come she had received by a Jaiian- 
ese association with similar aims to 
the W.C.T.Q. The Japanese had for- 
merly beiMi an abstemious r.ace. but 
the men had learned to drink, and 
motherhood was aroused to the dan- 
ger to their sons. 

It had been well said that women 
were God's reserves, and like other 
reserves, would light to the linish 
when their homes were In danger. 

A number of InQidents. were given 
to show, tho effects of ' drinking cus- 
toms. All homos, no matter how cul- 
tured or how wealthy were In dan- 
ger. No boy wiis too good, loo tal- 
ented or too noble to fall a victim to 
the saloon. 

At tho end an earnest and elo(|uent 
appeal was made to all the women 
present to allow no sollhsh motives to 
prevent their Joining In tho work in 
which ,thQ W.C.T.U. was engaged. 
Membership cards were passed round 
and several ladies joined the society.

IBoil the contents of a 5-cont p.ack- 
age of macaroni or spaghetti in two 
quarters of salted ' boiling water for 
thirty minutes; drain in a coUander 
and pour warm water over U-to blanch. 
! Willie the macaroni or spaghetti is 
I boiling fry one tablespooiiful of finely 
I chopped onions in one tablespoonful 
I of ljutter and add one tablespoonful 
I of flour; stir W(-ll; add to this, gradu- 
i ally, one and a half cups of strained 
tomatoes and a half teaspoonful of 
salt. Tlien when the macaroni or 
spaghetti is readj', pour this sauce over 
^lame very hot and serve at once. It 
can also be covered with buttered 
bread crumbs and baked 'in oven until 
browned. 

^ Some Dressings for Fowls. 

No. 1- — Cut while bread (stale bread 
is best) in cidjes. then crumble fine, 
mi.King- one egg .and enough melted 
butler to have it crumbly and moist 
in the hand, seasoning highly with 
pepper and salt, some sage and, if 
liked, raw liver chopped, an onion, and 
a little thyme, with one tablespoonful 
of mixed powdered herbs, a pinch of 
ground mace and one dozen mush- 
rooms and oysters, drained from tlioir 
liquor and chopped fine. Other sea- 
soning, such as chopped apples, celery, 
raisins or parsley may be used if de- 
Slred. I 

No. 2 — (."hop fine one pint of celery 
which has simmered fifteen minutes 
in slightly salted water, and add one 
hir;^e cuprii! of o.vsters rhopped coarse- 
1\-. Add a talilospoonf ul of onion juice, 
and teaspoonful of niiiiced parsley, a 
half tcas])0onfnl of stilt, one-fourth 
teaspoonful of pepper, the juice of one 
lemon, and half a cupful of melted 
butler. Mix well. A large cupful of 
chopped mushrooms majr be substitut- 
ed foi- the oysters.

HERE AND THERE 

The admission of Mr. Haldane, 'sec- 
retary .of state for war, that the time 
Is coming near when It will no longer 

I bo possible to withhold the franchise 
from women shows how groat a 
clumge has come over imbllc opinion 
lu England. Time was,' and that not 
S(5 long ago, wlien the idea of -women 
voting would not have been 
entertained by any great Brit- 
ish slatestiian. Now a consider- 
able number of the foremost men in 
I'luglund look upon it as inevitable 
lliut women sliall ha\-e a voice ti\ 
making Uie laws by which they as well 
as men are governed. Mr. HiUdane 
does not think that the time has yet 
come in Great Britain when public 
opinion demands this great change 
and he counsel.s patience. Few can 
doubt, that when this statesman said 
that the tactics of the suffragettes had 
done harm to the cause for which they 
ware working, he was right. The nag- 
ging policy is very seldom successful 
in ])iivatc lite. When a wise woman 
wants anything that ia really worth 
having she does not talk about it in 
season and out of season like a spoiled 
child. Such a policy only irrlta»e;s and 
antagonizes the person whom it Is in- 
tended to force! Hnto complla-nce. Mr. 
Haldane was right w>hen he said 
"(::auses did not progres., in propor- 
tion to the violence of the argument 
but rather in proportion to the volume 
and weight of the argument." Women 
can afford to wait for the privilege of 
voting but they cannot afford to act 
In any \mwomanly way. The methods 
of the English suffragettes do not 
commend themselves to Canadian 
uon-ien who desire the franchise as 
worthy ot imitation. 

The city of Toronto lias passed a by- 
law which will have the efl'(;ct of re- 
ducing very considerably the number 
of drinking"places. Some of the ncws- 
liajiers in :\Iontreal are liimentlng the 
'fact tlKit there are far too many sa- 
loons in that city. Doea any one in 
Victoria believe that there is any ne- 
ccssitv for all the facilities for procur- 
ing strong drink that exlat- here? 
Is there any business that has'ao many 
shops in this city as the llqttor trade? 
Even those- Wild d& not' bellfeve either 
In total . abstinence for prohibition must 
grant that there, are many more sa>- 
loons than the public good requires. 
There have been cases lately of chil- 
dren being Intoxicated in public place.5 
and It is reasonably sure that these 
wore not the only children to whom 
strong drink was sold within the city 
limits. The more saloons there are 
the harder is it for the police to exer- 
cise effleiont su[>ervision over them. 
Yet it is essential to the welfare of; 
our city that the law.^ which control 
the liquor traflic should be strictly en- 
I'oi-ced. ThoSf who hoiie to procure 
llii^ enactment oC better temperance 
legislation should use all their influ- 
enc-e and make every exertion lo have 
the laws already on Lie statute book 
rigidly ciirrled out. 

Everj- woman is interested in lhr\ 
question of insufficiently jjaid labor 
which was touched upon by .Miss Mur- 
ciitt last evening. How is it that thou- 
.<ands of our sex are still toiling under 
conditions quite as t(>rrible as thai 
si.i vividly poi'trayed by the poet Hood 
long ago in his "Song of the Slilrt?" 
It Is true that much of the stitching 
is done now by machinery, but that 
rather adds than takes aviray from the 
dreary monotony of the labor. 

In these days of rapid transit the 
products of labor ai'e distributed all 
over the world In a very short time. 
If too many blouses or articles of un- 
derwear are made in -London or New 
Vork they are sent to Canada, India,' 
Africa or anywhere where a market Is 
to be found. 

We blame the greedy capitalist foil 
forcing women to work at starvation 
wnges. Is not every woman who buys 
ready-m.ade t-lothing a capitalist to the 
extent of the money she expends? We 
are, of course, very ignorant of the 
\-;ilu(' of materials. How cheaply f.a- 
brics ciin lie manuriu l ured and their' 
wholesale jirices are k-nowii only to the 
dealers. Tlie value oC work we have 
opiKirtiinitie.i or knowing. Most wom- 
en liiuiw what work can be procured' 
Tot- '.lerc and it Is not an iniposslbUJ 
lask lo calculate wliiit it is \\'ortl^ 
where living is cheaper and the rate 
of wages coiiseipiently lower. The de- 
sire to get things for less than their 
i'e;il value is not confined to employers 
of labor. AVhen goods are sold too 
cheaply somebody is vv-rongoil and we 
may he confident Dial it is not as a 
rule the merchant iiv the nianiil'acturcr 
but the work'ers engaged in their pro- 
duction or distribution. If the ter- 



rible problem ot poverty which is al- 
ready facing some of our Canadian 
cities is to be solved it must be large- 
ly by banishing selfishness and greed, 
riot only from the great employers of 
Industry, but ^rom the hearts ■ -and 
nilnds of the masses who buy and Use 
the products of labor, - •

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EDUCATION IS^UNDERSTOOD 

In Germany, liefore a child can en- 
ter 1111 elementary scliool, he mixdt be 
examined l)y the'school dq£t0r. This 
oxaiiiination is thorough and ejdiaus- 
tlve, and .takes, cognizance of the 
heart, lungs, spine, skin, eyes, ears, 
mouth, nose and 3tomp.oh. 

Should it be necessary to exempt a 
child from speelail . lessons, such as 
bathing, or physical drill, he Is ex- 
empted. Should he. require special 
treatment at school it is secured for 
him. Should It be desirable to excuse 
him from school attendance alto- 
gether he is excused. Should it be 
necessary to provide him v.dth spec- 
tacles, a special seat, in some instances 
siieclal feeding, he is so provided. 

Records are kept of every child's 
heiglit, weight, and chest measure- 
ment. Unsuspected weaknesses are 
detected and remedied. Incipient dis- 
ease is discovered and warded off. 'J'he 
kindl.\- eye of the iloftor follows every 
yoifngs'tcr during the whole of his 
time at school, and, on his leaving, it 
Is by the advice of the doctor, who has 
for his guidance an exhaustive record 
of every variation in the child's 
health during six or eight of the most 
important years of his life, that hli fu- 
ture career is chosen. 

It Is not onlv the health of the chU- 
dren that is closely watclied. Germany 
is on tlie lookout for taleni also. If 
an\' appear It is fostered. Should a 
cliild show dexterity In wood carving, 
lessons not likely to be of Uie to hlin 
are eliminated from his school course 
;ind all his energies given "to the devel- 
opment of his specialty. 

Does ho handle ,hls paint brush more 
artistically tlla^ the average child? 
The news quickly reaches th.c ears or 
those able to hojp hl«r and they see 
that the best instruction obtainable is 
afforded the budding artist. The same 
if a child shows musical capacity. AVho 
pavs? The town pay.s. They under- 
stand in Germany the value of the 
raw materlp,!. 

And what aboiit those throe danger- 
0U:3 years between fourteen and sev- 
enteen .ifter a cliild has left school? 
Here it depends all too often upon a 
child's own wishes/Whether its eiliica- 
tion is continued ifeT'-not, and tew chil- 
dren are endowed by' nature with that 
unquenchable thirst for knowledge 
which would load them to prefer les- 
sons to play. In Germany tlie child )S 
not consulted. He is compelled bylaw 
to attend either ti continuation or a 
technical school for six hours weekly 
up to his eighteenth year, and his em- 
ployer, if he Is at work, is bound to 
see that he doe.-i so.

. Short Cuts for Busy Housewives. 

Rub vinegar on the hands to remove 
wrinkles after washing clothes, says 
an exchange, for it will neutfralixe the 
chemicals In the soap. To remove 
rust stains, get a one per cent solu- 
tion of muratlc acid, wet the rust 
spot and hold over a bowl of boiling 
water, and with a .dropper drcv on 
one drop of solution, rinse in the' bowl, 
and repeat the operation until the 
stain is removed, tlien rinse in am- 
monia water. 

A quick way to bake potatoes is to 
wash them tliorouglily, let them stand 
in b(dling water for five minutes, dry, 
grease wltli butter, place just inside 
the lurnaee door, or raise the back 
covers of the cook stove and )daco 
them there. They will bake in twenty 
minutes. You can .ilso bake beans in 
the s.'imc way. 

To presei-vo eggs: 'I'ake one quart 
of waler-gl;is.s, which you can buy at 
a drug st(H'e, to nine qu.'irls of boiled 
.soft water .conled.. Wipe off perfee.t- 
ly fresh eggs witli a cloth, do not 
wtisli them. Place the liquid In a 
stone j;ir, and drop the cgg.s in as you 
have them. They will float to the 
bottom. Preserved in this way, egg,-? 
will keep a year. '

ROBERT BURNS' LETTERS 

Among tlio many interesting auto- 
graph letters which have been offered 
at Sotheby's in London arc two genu- 
ine letters signed by Robert Burns to 
his brother William, who was then a 
saddler at Newcastle-on-Tync. The 
first letter is dated Ellisland, iXov. 10, 
17S3 and mentions the recent birlli of 
a son whom he named Francis Wal- 
lace, "after my worthy friend Mrs. 
Dunlop. of Dunlop." With regard to 
the bankruptcy of Mr. Ronald, Burns 
observes: 

"I do not think he ever intentionally 
injured anyone. I might indeed, ex- 
cept his wife, whom he certainly has 
uesd very ill; but she is still fond of 
him to distrtiction, and bears up won- 
derfully, much superior (sic) to him 
under this most severe shock of for- 
tune. Women have a kind of sturdy 
auffercnce which ciualifies them lo en- 
dure beyond, much beyond the common 
run of men; but perhaps part of that 
fortitude is owing to their short- 
sightedness, as they are by no means 
famous for seeing remote consoqueno- 
I's in all their real importances. 1 am 
very glad at your rcsolutfon of living 
u'itiilu your income, be that what it 
will." 

The otiier letter ii; also dated from 
Ellisland, l'"eb. 10, 171)0, and was writ- 
ten on tlie occasion of his brolher'.s 
approaching visit to London to earn 
u living. The poet remarks that: 

"London swarms with worthless 
wretches who prey on their follow crea- 
tures' thoughtlessness or Inexperience. 
Be cautious of forming connections 
with comrades and companions. You 
can be pretty good comiJany to your- 
self, and you cannot be too shy ot let- 
ting anybody kno\vs you farther than 
to know you as <l Sadler. ... In a 
word, if even you bo, as perhaps you 
may bo, in a strait for a little ready 
casii, von know my direction. I '3hall 
not see you beat while you fight like 
a man." 

Both letters have been published in 
part in several lives of the poet, but 
a considerable portion of the latter one 
has never yet appeared in public print.

• , Sport 



,,ttt,.;is .probable that within a very 
..'short' timo'Tibtoria' will 'be represent- 
ed in, a new branch of sport through 
the formation of a roio poIo' league 
that wlU embrace clubs i;epre^ntlng 
tfie cities of Seattle* Vancouver, Ta- 
coma,. Hvorett, Bellingham and pos- 
sibly other American towns. 

Active steps aro at present 'beins 
taken by the management of the dif- 
ferent clubs in these cities to plaee 
■the game of rolo polo on a stable foot- 
Ins, and \ylth this end in view «lelc- 
igates from the above mentioned towns 
'Will rrieet In the very near future to 
organize a rolo polo nssociation and 
to draft a schedule including Uicse 
towns and possibly olhor.s. The dele- 
gates will probably convene in Se- 
attle, but the date of this meeting 
has not been dcCinitoly fixed. 

The success of the giimo in this 
city and tlio high standiird of pliiy 
that the local team lias set for Iheni- 
selves and also the great interest tluit 
is taken by tlic public in Uu^ j.auio 
augurs well for the league's .success- 
ful inception. The pranic has taken 
a great liold on the patrons of the 
roller rink in this city and Ihe play- 
ing of the Victoria team is acknowl- 
edged by judges of the game to com- 
pare favorably with that of any of 
the teams now playing the game on 
the Pacific Coast. 

The game is ono of the fastest that 
Is played and resembles greatly in 
its style that of ice hockey, whicli 
is recognized as the fastest game in 
existence. The (chief difference in 
the games is the fact that the one is 
played on ice and the other on roller 
skates. The playing time Is divided 
into three fifteen-minute periods, 
with an Intermission of two minutes 
between the periods. There is rot 
ii moment's stop on the part of any 
of the players during this time, and 
1)0 th teams are either constantly cm- 
ployed in rcllQvlng the goals or in 
lightning-U&e attacks on that of the 
(Jl)posing toam. Tlie game is replete 
in si^t^t^tcular and -ijensational in- 
dividual .,and combination plays, and 
the spfeciktbrs are continually in a 
state of intense excitement. 

The game Is played with only five 
men a side and the playing area is 
usually governed -by- the size of the 
rink in which the jnatoh t^Jies place. 
Tli'e' game''ia^assenltally%l'ffereht'from 
fee hocl?ey. ln ,that .there,,ls ,no4,.offsldc 
r,ule and rtibber TpS^ iis, used in 
place of a puck. It, however, resfem- 
bles that game In its objective, that 
of placing the ball between the goals, 
and also because the playing sticks 
of the players are similar In shape 
to those used in hockey and aro used 
in a similar manner. Again it dif- 
fers from hockey in being a much 
cleaner game, a penalty for rougii 
play being very sever.e and the small 
number of participants on both teams 
practically eliminates tliis feature. 

it gO(>s without saying that if the 
game once gains a foothold in this 
city its popularity is assured, and the 
formation of the proposed league will 
do much to gain tlio support of the 
public, particularly if Victoria has, as 
is claimed by tliose who are in a posi- 
ticui to know, the best team in this 
part of the country.

The aTmored cruisers of the Brltlsll 
navy are of three classes, of 14,100 tons 
displacement,- 12,000 tons displacement 
ar.d 9,800 tona, respectively, .and are 
linouu as tlie Dralie, Cressy and Kent 
or county classes. .Of the Cres.-jy type 
there arc si.K ships, all of the Fourth 
Cruiser .Squadron, t'.ii'ee of which, the 
I'iagsliip JCiiryalu". Cres.sy and Ilogue 
are included in the fleet coming to 
Esquimau. Porhaiis the best available, 
description of this type of armored 
crui.ser is that given by tiie Vickers 
Maxim company of Barrow, builders 
of tlie Hogne. This \'CHsel is of the 
Cre.ssy t.\'pe, and in .some respects re- 
semble;; the Powerful, embodying the 
features of that ship, with the ad- 
dition pf an armored belt of con.sider- 
able urea. The displacement is 12,000 
tonJlVThfe '^Jiuir^ife slie'athed ^with - tealc 
and .copper. The .armament comprlse.s 

■ two 9.2 irich (22 ton) 'guns, each 
mounted In an armored barbctta, the 
mounting being of special design, by 
which the guus can be loaded at any 
angle or elevation of training. There 
are also eight 6-inch guns, twelve 12 
pounders, quicli firing, and -a number 
of macliine guns. Tlie four boiler com- 
partments take up 120 feet of the 
lengtii of the ship; the coal bunkers 
being arranged on eittier side of the 
protective declv, and an ammunition 
passage is .situated immediittely under 
the protective dei.'k. Tlvre is also an 
athwartship bunU-er ri;^bt forward.

The Kaga Alarii lias about 279 steer- 
age passengers, as well as about i;0 in 
the saloon and intcrnuHliate classes. 
Tliere are several prominent Japanese 
on the (luarantined vessel, including 
.At. Yada, the new consul for British 
Columbia, who comes to replace K. 
-Morikawa, in tlie Vancouver consulate. 
'I'he cargo consists of ;ibout 5,000 tons 
of matting, curios, ijorcelaln, bamboo, 
and the usual Chinese and Japanese 
merchandise. There Is 650 tons for 
tills port. 'Whether the steamer will be 
brought to the outer dock on being re- 
leased to discharge this, or will be 
taken direct from 'William Head to Se- 
attle, has not yet been determined. 

The quarantine oi'iicials were allow-

isolation hospital, and a Chinese who 
Is cooking for them, being held. The 
tug Villiam Jolllffe went to the cjuar- 
aniine station yesterday morning and 
lirought off the released dompany, the 
[lassengers being landed and the mem- 
bers of the BeUorbpban's crew placed 
on board that steamer iat the outer 
wharf.

Two cases in which st(.'aiii- 
era which came with cargoes to load 
bunker coal were given w.vy riulck de- 
8pat6h were those of the Norwegian 
steamer 'Finn and British atoanier Mi- 
mosa. The Finn went to Comox .Tan- 
uary 20, and Hailed the same day, after 
talcing on board 1,033 ions of: bunker 
coals. She arrived at the bwVikor.^ of 
the coal comj)any at 8, a. mi arid left 
again at 9 p. m., taking the 1,033 ton,i 
of coal into lier bunkor.s in thirteen 
lioiirs. . Tlie steamer Mimosa, which 
was cliarti'red by V. Waterlioiise & Co. 
for the North China line, arrived at 
Union bay from Honolulu on .lanuary 
30, and left the same afternoon for 
Tacoma, after taking G35 tons of bunk, 
or coal In ten hours. . , . , 



The salvage case being hroUo'lit by 
Duiismuir Sons company, owners of 
the tug Pilot, against llie C. 1'. R.. 
steam freighter Otter for services ren- 
dered when tlie latter was stranded 
la.;t Septemlier on Uang'er reef when 
leaving fjad\'smilu witli a cargo of 
coal fur tills iiort, will bo heard liefore 
iMr. .fuslice .Martin in tlio admiralty 
court on Monday. An .application is 
being made by the plaintiffs, who ask 
tlie .sum of $5,000 for services rendercn 
by the tug Pilot in pulling the steamer 
from the reef, for the appointment of 
a commission consisting of shipping 
men to value the siieanior Otter, and 
ihi.i application will probably be heard 
today. 

Tlio demand made by the owners of 
the tug Pilot for $5,000 was considered 
e.veossive by the underwriters in view 
of tlio circumstances attending the 
.salvase of the Otter, and Capt. AV. 11. 
Ijogan, special representative of 
Lloyd's, sent liero to arrange for the 
repairs and salvage of the Royden 
steamer liulravelli, now at Esquimau, 
offered $1,000 in settlement, stating 
that the iindei-writers considered that 
amount sufficient for tin; value of the 
services rendered and would not pay 
more unles.s ordered to do so by a; 
judge in admiralty. The owners of 
the Pilot refused to acceiu the amount 
offered and begun .action in tlie ad- 
miralty court against the Otter. 

The Otter in leaving I^ady.imith af- 
ter nightfall, during fog, grounded 011 
Wangin- reef off T.adysniitli. The 
sLeanier iiiade water, which filled her 
engine room waist deep, and the crew 
left lier. They went 011 board again- 
when tlie lighl.s of the Pilot were seen 
as that .steamer eamo from fjadysmilh, 
v.'ord having in tlie meantime been 
sent to Capt. Troup at Victorin, who 
caused "the Brltlsilt Columbia Salvage 
compahyi'steanibr Salvoi- td, bo des- 
patched to tlie 'scene;.' ' The pilot of- 
I'orod her sorvlcefs to Capt. Gos.se, of 
the Otter, who sent a boat over to the 
tug with the Otter's hawser, and the 
tug hauled her from the reef. The tug 
Stetson, owned by J. 11. Greer, b rid the 
steamer Trader, owner by C. S. Bax- 
ter and associates of this city, a.9slst- 
0.(1 the Otter, placing siphons on board 
and pumiiing her out, while the Trader 
took out the bulk of her clal'go and 
brought It to Victoria. ' 



Iiort In 1002 for the Seattle company, 
encountered heavy weather most of 
the way from Australia, and after be- 
ing badly buffeted sprung a leak 
while laboring In the heavy seas. All 
hands were call^i} to the pumps, 
working in shifts, but- despite their 
efforts the water rose until the sound- 
ing by the carpenter showed a depth 
of 'Ave feet in the hold. To add to 
the misfortunes of the crew the pro- 
visions ran out, and for some time the 
wearied seamen, still fighting to keep 
down the water In the schooner's hold, 
were on short rations. There was 
considerable play- on the schooner In 
the overdue market, and those who 
wagered that she would reach port 
will win $74.50 for every $100 they 
put up.

f OF BONUS SYSTEM 



.f hase of Immigration Question 
|, Receiving Attention in % 
I Britain 



London, Kob. 0.— The whole Canad- 
ian government policy ot bonuai'ng 
emigration afffntM wat; so.s-erely con- 
demned by presiding Alderman Sir 
MarouH Samuel at tlic Guildhall court 
ye.iterday. He yaid he could under- 
stand It il' the government bonus wer;t 
to emigrants themselves and added' 
that it seeniij to liim to bo the most 
Heriou.s thing If the government of 
Canada liad been giving bonuses to 
booltlng agents, who u.sed every ruse 
.to attract imnUgrants. After this tlie 
Dominion government will probably 
.consider whether the system Is not to 
be modified. 

I Montreal, Feb. 5. — A London special 
cable says: The Guildhall margistrate's 
strictures on the Canadian government 
Immigration bonus system Is being ta- 
uten up Jjy British Passenger Agents' 
asBoqiation. There are doubtless omi- 
ghatlbn agents whose representations 
regarding Canadian conditions do not 
always accord wMh the facts. It Is now 
anticipated that this association, con- 
sisting of the most responsible agents, 
will desire the Canadian government 
to witlidraw the bonus in all such 
case-s, as was done in tlie case belore 
tlio Guildliall court last week. 

The same ussocialion is maliing en- 
ergetic protest.s against the action of 
rellgiou.s emigration societies, uotabh' 
tlie Salvation Army, wlio, it is alleg-od, 
pursue a general booking business for 
lirst and second class passengers, 
as well as for emigrant passen- 
gers, under the guise of a religious 
organization.

Tramp Steamers of Large Size Did 
Well During Year That Has 
Just Passed 



"^'rlting of the British shipping trade. 
Us improvement and reaction, the Lion- 
don Times .says: 

For the shipping trade generally tlie 
year 1907 closed as dismally and hope- 
lessly as it opened briglitly and hope- 
full.v. The reaction during the la'st two 
or tiiree months of .the year -wfis ex- 
treme, and thOVIgh It Ls, the common 
disposition' to aBcrlbe that reactijgp to 
the financiaJ-erlsls in .Mtt^ricEB .W^as 
BeeiiRl)y>n<5t'»n%n8;aU S§ai)e,''''tD that 
cause. On6 may say vsMthout any ex- 
Eiggeration that' never was there 50 
much merchant .tonnage in the world 
ajid in commission as in 1907, for in 
that j-ear came into the water the last 
fruits of the large building contracts of 
the two previous years, following upon 
the raising of the British load-line and 
consequent increased carrying capacity 
of existing British tonnage. And the 
remarkable fact is that until within the 
last two 'or throe months there has 
been active, if not always remunera- 
tive, cmisloj'mcnt for all the merchant 
tonnage afloat. Much talk as there 
may be of tlie necessity of laying up 
vessels, that necessity was not felt un- 
til tov/ards the close of the year. 

It would seem probable that tlie 
tramps of very large size, which are 
often so very much de trop in dull 
times, must liuvo done fairly well In 
: 907. They may not in every case 
have earned higli or even very good 
freigiits, but there has been .so much 
traltlc to carry tliat tliey have readily 
obtained full tmiploynient. A big tramp 
with a full cargo can be manipulated 
at much less iM-oportionate expense 
than a small vessel. The cream of the 
trade has undoubtedly been skimmed 
by the monsters this time; but at the 
.same time the moderate- sized boats 
engaged in ths near Continental and 
coasting trades h(vve been better em- 
ployed and at higher freights than for 
some live or six years previously. In 
the general run of steamers and of 
trade, vessels of from 2,000 to 4,000 
tons each have probably done worst of 
all, not that here was not plenty of 
trade, but' because there are too many 
of them. It is on this class that the 
over-supply of tonnage during the past 
two years lias had most marked ef- 
fect. It must not be forgotten, t(50, 
that shipowners suffered a good deal 
during the year from detention of \<'s- 
sels at several ports caused by labor 
and other difficulties. 

The talk is of laying up steamers 
until the times Improve, but as a mnl- 
ier of fact there are fewer stoiuniTs 
laid up now than when the floating 
tonnage was much smaller. Ownei-s 
prefer rather to work at a small loss 
than to lay up, and they are sui)ported 
now by tile belief tiiat coal, at any 
rate, will soon be on the rapul liown- 
slide. Then there arc I'ew new ves- 
sels now to come into coiimiissloii, and 
no contracts are being made for cargo 
(•■arrlers to tie built. This i.s not to be 
wondered at, when owners who have 
steamers to. receive from tlio hands of 
bullder.s are offering to sell them at as 
much as ITi to 20 i)er cent l(;ss than 
the contract price, 'i'lio vuhic of .';hip- 
plng proiiorty has declined -v ery rajildly 
during the last six months and ijer- 
liaps It would n')t be an exaggeration 
to call It If) per cent less than a year 
ago. This Is a serious depreciation, 
luid it su.ggest.s disagreeable possibili- 
ties In the case of vessels bought on 
the long-credit system that was so pre- 
valent during the shipbuilding boom a 
couple of years ago. 

Meanwhile shipowners' generally find 
room for comfort in the almost total 
suspension of shipbuilding— at nil 
events of cargo-boat building. This is 
hard on the shipbuilding' Industries, of 
course, but it will make for the good 
of shipping as the fleets decrease by 
natural wa.stago In the pause boforo 
the next improvement of trade. But 
as matorlal.s and labor cheapen — and 
they will cheapen rapidly — t'hipbullding 
costs will become so low as to. attract

The intention Is to set apart 
"bonded zone" or "free zone 
cheap lands about Dorchester 
South Boston flats, dredge Dorchest- 
er bay, and there establish sucli a 
zone. 

The manufacturers of Massaclui- 
sotts have long peen demanding free 
raw materials, and this bonded zone 
proposition seenxs to be tort of a com- 
promise, but is 'naturally opposed by 
tiiose manufacturers who arc located 
outside the proposed zone, and they 
say the proposition does not appeal 
to them, as they would be compelled 
to undergo great e.xpense in moving 
tlieir factories into the bonded zone. 
They therefore demand a revision of 
tile tariff to admit' all raw materials 
free of duty or else establish a bond- 
ed zone sutliciently large in area to 
take in ail their factories, or even 
make the entire port of Boston a free 
port. 

The idea of having Victoria a free 
port has been advanced at several 
times and the recent Dominion com- 
mission on transportation recom- 
mended that this port with others be 
made national ports, the government 
taking over the operation, although 
not going as far as the free port idea 
of allowing cargoes to bo landed in 
a free zone. The action of the Bos- 
ton merchants lias revived the idea 
at San Francisco, and the Commer- 
cial News of that city says: Some 
years ago the trade boclies of this 
city advanced a proposition of mak- 
ing San Francisco a free port, such 
being considered more advantageous 
for trade than a special bonded area. 
The proponents of a free zone or a 
free port, point out the rapid increase 
in its foreign commerce since Ham- 
burg was made a free port about 50 
years ago; also the same Increase is 
shown in the trade of Copenhagen, 
which became a free port 10 or 12 
years ago. . Hamburgl'^t foreign trade 
ha.s ' grown to enormous proi>ortlolis, 
both in exports iind imports, while 
Copenhagen has gained control of the 
trade of Russia and other countries 
bordering on the Baltic. Hongkong, 
another free port, is the great supply 
depot of the Orient, and commands 
the commerce of that part of the 
world, and Liverpool and I.,ondon, 
wlilch are practically free ports by 
reason of being in a so-called free 
trade country, have an enormous for- 
eign trade that would go elsewhere it 
many imports in and exports from 
England were subject to duty. 

Trade and commerce, like many 
other things, follow the line of least 
resistance, and these Boston agita- 
t«oV3 believe that if a free zone or 
free port can be established at Bos- 
ton they will secure much of the 
foreign trade, particularly with South 
America, Canada and Mexico that is 
now enjoyed by Hamborg, London 
and Liverpool. 

Inasmuch as there is mucli avail- 
able land having deep water front- 
age on tills harbor (at Oakland, 
Richmond, In Marin County, and 
other accessible places), it would 
seem desirable for our merchants, ex- 
porters, manufacturers and trade 
bodies to look into this matter with 
a view of uniting forces with Bos- 
ton and secure If possible any advan- 
tageous laws or regulations that will 
increase the trade of this port. 

Leaving the discussion of the tariff 
out of tlie matter, the establishment 
of a free port on the Pacific would 
undoubtedly advance the foreign 
commerce of this coast by leaps and 
Ijounds.

The 
majority of tlie yards depend i!or their 
existence on the building of trading 
liners and cargo tramps, anil these arc 
In such over-sup:3ly that it is proli;ible 
tliat hundreds of them will be laid up 
before the winter Is over. It will need 
considerable reduction in costs and 
considerable brightening In the 
freight markets to stimulate a renewal 
the demand for them.

MUMICIP AL OW NERSHIP 

Criticised by Mr. Walbank Before Civil 
Engineers— Recommended Pub- 
lic Service Commission 



An address severidy erilleising mun- 
icipal ownership was delivered at last 
niglit's sess — ion of the twenty-second 
annual meeting of the Canadian So- 
ciety of Civil Fiigineers, by' Mr. W. 
iMcLca \\'allKiiik, the retiring presi- 
dent, sii\s the Montreal W'iliiess. '1 he 
meeting wa.s held in tlie society's 
rooms on L)orclii\ster street, and was 
attended by (i\-i-r lour '.mndTed mem- 
bers and delegates. 

Mr. W albank i i'ferred particularly to 
tlic^ case of I'.la.sgow, which was often 
mentioned, he said, as a successful ex- 
ample of inunlcipal ownership. He 
said that to begin with the wages of 
street railway employes in Glasgow 
was leaa than half those paid in. this 
country, while any one who had travel- 
ed ovei" the street railways In Glasgow 
knew perfectly well that the wbple 
equipment and accommodations were 
antiquated and behind the day, while 
the service furnished there would not 
bo tolerated In any city in the United 
States. They were also told that the 
profits or revenue from tlie street rail- 
way In Glasgow is so large that it 
paid all the expenses of the govern- 
ment, while In fact the roads wore not 
ojierated for the inirpose of producing 
il rovoruie to meet current exi)e,nses of 
the municipality. Instead of there be- 
ing no taxes in Glasgow they were 
more burdensome than in this coun- 
try. 

Rents arc taxed tweh'o and a halt 
cents on every dollar that a man paid, 
and the. owner of the proiierty Imd to 
pay the same amount of tax. Besides 
this, license taxes were levied. There 
wa.=i a tax for every servant employ<Hl 
in the lionse, also on every horse and 
carriage; in fact, they could not turn 
round without ninnlng against the, tax 
collector. 

"The Institute of Kngllsh BankerB," 
said Mr. Walbank, "a short time ago 
attributed the widespread depres-slon 
that existed In ]3ngland at the time, to 
the engagement in municipal trading. 
They pointed out that It has boon 
produ.ctlve of many evils, such as the 
ellmlii'atlon of personal initiative and 
enterprise, evasion of the natural hwwn 
of commerce and the creation of a 
favored class of labor. It had brought 
corruption In politics, and practically 
eliminated In many directions; any 
further attompts-tb- engage in' private 
industrly." 

The (|uestlon of c,i))ital and labor, 
with reference to the recent financial 
ininic was then discussed. Mr. Wal- 
bank recognized that In some points 
the corporations were to blame, but ho 
deprecated the 'wholesale eoMdernna- 
tlon of these Institutions. Wa.H It to bo 
^6rgotten, ho asked, tlyit from the.so 



iiospitals, colleges, museums, special 
chairs of learning and other boons too 
numerous to mention'.' 

",I think that a close examination, 
said Mr. Walbank, "of most gas, elec- 
tric and public utility companies will 
reveal the fact that the public and 
taxpayers in general derive more ■ ben- 
efit than do the ordinary aharehoiders, 
"Whose money has made,, them pos- 
sible." '■ ' 

"In pointing out the lallaCy of mun- 
icipal ownership," said Mr. -Walbank, 
"Mr. M. J. Fraser,ian engineer who has 
devotea much thought and study to the 
question,' says. 

"The whole foundation of municipal 
ownership Is based upon the assump- 
tion that inexperienced hired employes 
of a city who have not a dollar at risk 
and In many cases have been given 
the position as a reward for helping 
some political aspirant to office, can 
and will run the plant and manage the 
business more suceessCully than the 
mombera of a private corporation, not- 
withstanding the latter may have 
neariv all their property invested in 
ttio enterprise, and a failure means 
ruin to them, is it not reasonable to 
suppose that men under such con- 
ditions will give closer attention to a 
business and investigate every branch 
and detail of its worh?? It la a well- 
establislied axiom that; the more a man 
has at risk the cloaer attention he 
gives to details." 

"A municipality," .^continued Mr. 
Walbank "should not .be allowed to tax 
its citizens for Its own benefit, but for 
the benefit of the whole, and not of 
tne few. ' 

Quoting from "Municipal Owner- 
ship," Mr. Walbank said: 

"Governments, federal, provincial or 
civic, are Instituted for tlie pun)ose ol 
protection, not production, it would 
lie just as :reasonable for either o- 
the.5e bodies to enter any pursuit, such 
as bankers, grocers, saloon keepers, or 
tiie insurance business, as it is for 
them to enter llie field of public uti- 
lities, and 

"Just so sure as a nation becomes 
a commercial producer, competing 
agalnn its own citizens, just so sure 
will the seeds .of Us own disintopratlon 
be sown. There Is no finality to mun- 
icipal enterprise." 

■With regard to the question of 
competing companies. Mr. Walbank 
pointed out that the division of the 
business would jnobably not enhance 
the grade of service to Individual users 
nor reduce the rates for pow* or light. 
On the other hand, he said. It would 
naturally have the opposita effect 

"The remedy." said Mr. Walbank 
"does not lie with the companies alone. 
There must be some gl\-e and take 
i:rom the company, the authorities and 
the public, or. nothing effective will rc- 
"ul't. The best remedy is public con- 
rol •\ Public Service Commission 
framed "on the lines of the existing 
railway commission at Ottawa, wou d 
long way to protect the Interest;; 
of both the company and the user. 
Reasonable inflation of capital is nec- 
essary to offset the po?sible loss 01 
questionable profit. Fair treatment for 
capital invested in corporate enterpris- 
es is Imperative. Capital Is an.iwor- 
able to public opinion, which is oft- 
times unreasonable and mi*t be leti, 
not disregarded. Bather educate the 
people in the fact that puliUc corpora- 
tions should have the .some protection 
in the enjoyment of the rlgnts to tlieii 
property as i& enjoyed by other Invest-

"Divorcans"' ■ ! 

1'he first Impression which 
"Divorcans" makes upon an audience 
is that It is capitally translated. oNIar- 
garet Mayo has certainly caught tho 
spirit of a sprightly French dialogue 
and rendered It Into Kngllsh so that 
It loses nothing of its effectiveness. 
Tho play is for two people. Other 
characters are introduced, and they 
add a little to the amusement, but the 
whole Interest turns upon tho dia- 
logues between Mens, and Madame de 
Prunelles. Tho part of Adhemar 
Oratignao is necessary to the action of 
the play, hut that Is all that can be 
said of it. L;vst night was the tlrst 
occasion on which a Victoria audience 
had an opportunity to see Miss Grace 
George, which is the only reason why 
there was a vacant seat In the house. 
She Is very charming. In person she 
is attractive.

She has .hat equality which makes 
her audience forget she Is acting, and 
arouses an Interest In her personally. 
Mr. H. Reeves-Smlth Is a llnished 
actor, and his rendering of the hus- 
band's part was capital. Mr. Douglas 
Gnrrard had the ungracious role of 
Adhemar to present, and while the 
intention of tlic playwright is to iiro- 
duco a strong contra.st, it is just iios- 
sible that Mr. Gerrard makes It a little 
too strong, 'i'he other members of the 
company very well supported the prin- 
ciples.

These include, in addition to the in- 
creases in the number of men and 
salaries, the erection of a jail cajiabie 
of holding one liundred and twenty- 
five iirlsoners, -tJie Installation of a 
system of patrol boxe.^ throughout the 
city, the placing of the jail outside^ 
the administration and on its own 
basis, extending the office accommoda- 
tion in the station and" the provision 
of a cell room for juvenile pri.5oncrs 
apart fl'om the other prisoners. 

New' revolvers will be purcliased ■ for 
all the. men as \yeli as other new, 
equipment; the jail surgeon will be 
paid a straight salary of $100 per 
month witliout fees. Instead of 535 
with fees, and the city pound will bo 
taken away from the police depart- 
ment and placed under another re- 
gime. 

The total estimated expenditure for 
tile year in the department Is $103,700, 
as against $78, 901 last year.

The publication of the weekly return 
of tl'.e Bank of England served to check 
the rising course of investment securi- 
ties in the London market, although the 
decline in the bank's gold holdings is 
I due to repayment of obligations to the 

■ Bank of France, incurred because of the 
American demand upon the London sup- 
plies during the crisis here.

The 
stock marlci.'t situation has been greatly 
improved by the tremendous Ihiuldatlon 
of 1507— which not only discounted cx- 
cessive speculation and credit abuses 
culi.-^lnatiiitt th that year, but also large- 
ly discounted the probability of a com- 
mercial and Industrial reaction In -190S. 
No one now questions that we have en- 
terred a period of business depression. 
It is only a matter as to how far aii<l 
ho\v long it will eoiifiiuie. Production 
Is now being actively curtailed In all 
the ieadlns Industries. In iron, in tex- 
tiles, boot^ and shoes, leather, tobacco 
and many otiier , Industries theuq has 
been more' or less ' curtailment; Prices, 
too, are now receding, although by 
means of trusts ami combinations of 
various kinds streHnous effort Is being 
made to delay readjustments. ,. The last 
report of the steel trust was perhaps 
the most striking illustration of indus- 
trial reaction. According to Mr. Car- 
negie's celebrated axiom steel has sud- 
denly dropped I'rom "prince to paujier." 
The unfilled orders on the books Di'- 
ceniber 31st were given at 4,621,000 tons 
— the smallest total of any, December 
since 1903. A year ago the total of un- 
liUed orders was 8,489,000 tons. So 
severe a contraction, which Is a direct 
result of the p.anic, can hardly he ex- 
pecli'd to continue indefinitely. Now that 
the railroads are bettor able to flnanc' 
their requirements, the demand for stoi l 
products should before long begin to im- 
prove ; nevertheless, old-time activity 
need not be .-intloipated. Railroad <';irn- 
Ings are plainly feeling the shrlnka.ge In 
qJJ J trafde.

They ini;an 
that commc-rce and industry must g.) 
through a process of readjustment sonic- 
wh.-it in k'.epiiig with what has tak-en 
place In securities. The readjustment 
will be much less severe in c-ommerclal 
circlcK than It has been In llnanee, be- 
c.ausr- the latter w;\.« honeyt-enilied by 
excesses and abuses which hax-.> no ciiiin- 
terpart In industry or conuneree. H.-nee 
the readjustment In gen. r.-il business 
will be much less acute Uiiin in ^^'all 
Street. The only cure Is to get liaelc 
from abnormal to normal as easllv anil 
as early as possible. This can oiil ,- be 
done by contraction. Demand has al- 
rendy declined for reasons will inidi i- 
stood. and prices are receeding- In cnasr- 
<Hieiice. The next step will he a reduc- 
tion which will inevitably Ciiiisi- more or 
less friction. eRp..-ci.-i 11 ,\- in lln- matter of 
reducing w.'ig.-s. \\'itli ca.si.-r monet.ni-v 
conditions, however, and more uornial 
conditions as to prices luid wages, the 
way -will be pav^d for an (.-nrly resump- 
tion of Industrial activity, — not on the 
Inllatory basis of IlKr", h'nt on a lower 
and more sliihle l.-\-.-l. Much will de- 
pend upon the onteiiini- of the croijs and 
the election. If theja- prove .satisfactory, 
and if the process of read.iustmeiit in 
business is not unduly Impeded by com- 
binations, we may look for Improvement 
at a comparatively early date. Any in- 
terference with natural tendencies will 
simply protract, if not Intensify, depres- 
sion. 

On tlie Stock Exchange tho recent 
banic failures and troubles In flnancial 
circles had little effect. These were 
simply the iiftrrniath of a panic and .a 
IKirt of the geii-M-al houseoieanlng then 
nndertiikeii. The local banking system 
has been Immensely improved and is 
now In very satisfactory condition, des- 
pite the fact that some of the dlffiouUies 
created by tho panic are only now com- 
ing to the .surface. Should any more of 
these troubles he expo.sr-d, tlipy need now 
cause no loss of cnnlldence li'i the bank- 
ing situation in this city. Those in con- 
trol are fully doterinlned to eliminate tho 
weak features and raise the standards 'of 
banking conduct in New York. In fu- 
ture it may be dopoiided upon that hank 
managetnent in this city will fall upon' 
men wlio as president and directors stand 
liigh, not only as regurds ability, but 
whose reputation for Integrity and dis- 
interestedness' will ho beyQnd question 
The panic will at least have' had one 
effect In that It will Inimensely raise the 
standnrds and ethics of banking in this, 
the second banking center of the world. ' 

Tho future of the market Is for the 
present more or les.-? uncertain. 'Wo are 
assurred of easy money for 'months to 
oomo and that is a supporting Influence 
which cannot lie lightly underestimateil. 
It muHt not b(^ lost sight of that a sub-^ 
staritinl adx'aneo has already taken place 
since tho October panic. As a resuit 
liquidation In many oarrlod-ovcr ac- 
counts has been greatly facilitated and 
many of the stocks bought to chock tho 
panic have also been sold at hand.some 
profits. Under ordinary conditions It 
might bo possible to carry the innrket to 
a Htill higher level, hut speculation Ik 
restrained by the unfavoridile develop- 
ments outside the market and llie pros- 
pects of declining dividends for both 
railroads and Indus.trlal.'?. This loaves 
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"The part played by., Increasing ex- 
penses is further emphasized by the 

fact that even In the previous year ex- 
penses in November had already risen 
In such a -ivay as to excite wide com- 
ment, the congesthm of traffic whicli 
tlieii prevailed (and which did not pre- 
vail in 1907) being assigned as one of 
the reasons for thl^, , Stated in brief, 
the result for November, 1906, was that, 
with $0,57;!, 5U2 gain Iri gross, $8,014,375 
consumed by increased expenses, 
leaving only $l,55!i,12V gain in tlie net. 
In addition to tlu- effect of the i^anic 
In checking busii^ess - ac.tivlty. the rail- 
roads in November, WfllJi had sothe -other 
adverse influences- to'fcoritend with. For 
instance, there was a decided contrac- 
tion In the grain movement In the \yest 
and a failing off in the cotton traffic m 
the South.

TOMMY RYAN STAMPED 
' AS WONDERFUL FIGHTER 

The> Clever Middleweight Was 
, Tricked Once in Ring by 
Clever -Kid IVIcCoy 



Tommy Ryan's lighting i-ccora is long 
ana impressive, says Kobert KUgrcn, 
notod t'lstlc writer. A I'ow years ago 
Jio was tile greatest ot the middle- 
weights. He didn't ' confine his atten- 
tions entirely to that class. Sometimes 
ho fought and whipped heavier men. 

Ryan, as middleweight champion, was 
one oC the cleverest and at the -samo 
time the roughest fighters In the world, 
ne lasted for many years and whipped 
most of tlic good mlddlewoights of his 
time. At last physical disability put 
him out of the fighting. Ho began to 
■•frame" his bouts.,; The publlOi JQUlolt- 
ly detected the ' tflck and 'Jiij, lost Ills, 
popularity in far less time than it took 
to win it. Tills is the fakir's usual 
finl.sli. 

IJiit leaving out his last few perforni- 
anocs in the ring. Tommy Ryan was a 

: wonder. . "lild" McCoy, was the only 

' mkn he ever met ' that amd a lead over 
him 'in foxlness. And "Kid" McCoy a 
deeper than a well and more devious 
tluui a gopher's hole.. 

Tommy Jtvau was a famous fighter 
when ho first mot McCoy and. learned 

,.ihow It felt to be out-tricUed. He had 

via great fighting record. Tommy w.is 
remarkably clever, and had a knack of 

^i'landing the knockout punch. He was 
born in ]870, stood feet 7% inches, 

'and was well built for fighting In all 
except one point. Old timers used to 
say that Tommy', arms were too short. 
However that may have been, lie could 
hit anybody he over met (except JMcCoy) 
and his blows had a leverage tliat was 
very effective. 

Ryan fought a score or so of ring 
battles In a desultory sort of way with- 
out acfiulring much either of fame or 
tie junlf that they put in storage vaults. 
Their he met Darihy Needham. Danny 
at that time was considered some pump- 
kins. The fight was pulled off in Jlin- 
ncapolis, Minn. 

It was the longest fight in Ryan's 
experience. In fact it was one of the 
Ionf;cst battles on the American record 
books, Ryan knocked Needham out in 
the seventy-sixth round. All at once 
Tommy .became famous.. 

After a few unimportant lemon 
squeezings ■ Tommy Ryan fought "Mys 
lerious" Billy .Smith a draw. This was 
the first of seven fights with Smith 
and Ryan improved in fight after fight. 

_,iHe won in twenty rounds next time, 
■Couglit two draws, won a couple of de- 
cisions, and finally knocked the "Myster- 
ious One'' cold in four rounds— settling 
all questions of supremacj' for good. 

Rut I'm running ahead of tlie story. 
'To go bade — it was after fighting Smith 
four, times, beatli)g Jack Dempsey In 
thr-eo rounds, xind doing a. lot of good 
fighting .around the country that Ryan 
met McCoy. 

It liappened this way: Ryan, famous 
then, way training, for. a fight. The 
stripling, McCoy, imknown, peeled pq- 
tatoes In Ryan's training camp, rub- 
bed Tommy down, and acted as sparring 
partner. Incidentally he acted as punch- 
ing bag, too, and daily Ryan gave him 
unmerciful beatings. McCoy, foxy kid 
tli.at lie w.as, was holding back, taking 
the punphlng, studying every move of 

■ .Ryan's, and showing not a trace of his 

CiOwn skill. Daily McCoy grow more sore 
physically and mentally under tlie 
l>oundlngs Ryan gave him. At last Mc- 
Coy left the camp, went up country, met 
11- couple of friends and backers and 
told tliom he could wliip Ryan. Tliey 
weren't quite sure, but someone agreed 
to put up a good side bet for lilm if 
he could get the matcli.

;-Ryan got that letter, laughed over 
tlic cincli, graciii.sly agreed to make tlie 
loser's end a little bi.gger and stopped 
training-. On tlie niglit of tlie fight lie 
entered the rin.g fat and soft. jWcC'oy, 
strippeil for action, v.-as in grand sha.pt. 
Wlien Tommy .siiw liiiu Ills eyes Inilged 
out. He didn't look much like the liat- 
terod sparring partner and potato peeler 
of a couple of months before. 

I^IcCoy, using .'ill of his cleverness 
and knowledge, beat Ryan to a pulp. In 

vain Tomniy begged the "Kid" to lot up. 
In vain lie tried his de.sporate best to 
light back, McCoy sneeringly cut lilm 

to pieoep and knocked him .out In the 

flft«entll round. That fight was at 

Maspeth. 

But tills was only a temporarv set- 
back. Ryan learned that it was' fool- 
ish to go into the ring unprepared. Tie 
was never caught napping again. He 
beat lot of good men — Tommy West, 
George Green, Jack Bonner, Dick O'- 
Brien, Kid Carter, Jimmy Handler and 
the like. He became in time the king 
of the middleweiglits. 

[ saw Ryan in inanv of hi.'! fightv 
It.' hnd a knack of fighting cleverly 
until lie found his opening, ani then 
clouting .-i.\vay In the same style used by 
Tommy liurns. 

One of Ryan's greatest and most des- 
perate battles was fouglit witli Toinmv 
West at Louisville. Many claim llia't 
that was tlie bloodiest fight ever pulled 
off ill a. ring. After it was all over the 
club had tlio canvas -rlirg -c'oVer'lng' taken 
up ,'iMii stieLelied on the club walls as 
nil exliibi.t 

rt h)ol:ed like a map of all tlie con- 
tinents, islands and the seven seas done 
ill red .and wTiIte. 

.In tiiat ticht AVest gave Ryan a 
friglitfui be.iiing during the first fowl 
rounds, knoeldiig him down time and 
again and nearly finishing him. At last 
.Ry ui be.gaii butting and roughing. 'I'his 
\v.is .iiist West's giiiiie and lie retallateil 
in kind. "1 tlionglit I was the toughest 
I'l lldw on oarlli," \V'c>Mt told me a littlo 
Willi., ago, "but I take my hat off to 
L.v.ui. He outfought me at my own 
game. Me bnlti'd my nose flat on niv 
f.-ico. . Ho fought liice a tiger v.'lien I 
ni-iirly ii.id iiim out. and in the end he 
gave me sueli a liealiiig that I didn't 
get over it for ve.irs."

swlthout going away from him. In the 
sixth Tommy feinted Carter out and 
dropped lum with a crushing right. The 
game "icid ' rose, only to go down again 
as Ryan swiftly put in the finishing 
punches in a business like way. 

Ryan mlglit have been champion still 
but for a trouble that affected his body 
and made It Impossible for him to en- 
dure .1 blow near the waist lino. Ho be- 
gan tying up opponents with rtgroementa 
bac'iced by a forfeit of safe .size. .Ho 
fought a rotten fake with O'Brien in 
Philadelphia, another with Jack Root, 
and one with Hugo Kelly at Rochester. 

The last of these marlted Tommy 
Ryan's finish as a fighter. Today ho 
would not draw a postage stamp. 

But Ryan was a wonder in his time — 
a crafty, clever, fiorco fighting middle- 
weight, second only to the great and 
only Bol) Fitzsimmons. Fltz and Ryan 
never came together for tlio simple rea- 
son that Bob graduated into the heavy- 
weight class while .Ryan was still, Bght- 
Ing among the, welters. It Is too -bad' 
they^nover met. That battle would have 
been the epic of the prize ring.

OLYMPIC ARENA AT 

LONDON MAMMOTH SIZE 



Dimensions Are Larger Than External 
IVIeasurements of Superb Stadium 
» At Athens 



Cycle riders who take part In the 
Olympic game.s In London this year 
will make their npi)earance on ono of 
llie finest bicycle tracks dovi-sod. 

It will be a great oval, enclosing a 
second oval to be used by the contest- 
ants in the running races. Within the 
second oval is the stadium proiier, a 
turfed 'enclosure 235 yards along its 
longer axis arid almost 100 yards 
across. The' dimensions are larger than 
the external measurements of the su- 
perb marble stadium at Athens arid 
show that the curves are calculated to 
enable a, runner to take the corners at 
full speed. 

The cycle track will be of smooth 
cement, sclentiflcally banked to permit 
great speed. A broad passage for the 
circulation of the public will be be- 
tween the outer edge of the cycle 
track and the tiers of boxes, 

"A western motorcycle league to pro- 
moto the sport in the west is in the 
course of forination in Chicago,'' says 
the Examiner of that city, "and isro- 
mises to be formally launched before 
the month of February is Very old. A 
meeting of prominent dealers, manu- 
facturers and others interested in clean 
sport will be held at the Chicago 
Automobile club Thursday when plans 
and details will bo discussed. The new 
organiiiation will not antagonize tlie 
F.A.M., but will aim particularly to 
care for the cause ofstlie motorcycle in 
the west, promoting contests of various 
sorts and above all will try to arouse 
public interest in the motorcycle.

Philadelphia, Fa„ Fe'w. C— Philadel- 
phia has taken the initiative in form- 
ing an organization whose purpose is 
the downfall of the Amateur Athletic 
Union. At a meeting held earlier in 
the week, the National Protective Atli- 
lotic Association was formed. Tlie 
clubs that set the ball a rolling were 
tlie t:;aledonia.. the Knights of Pythias, 
the Foresters, the Rod Men, the Stroud 
Wheelmen, the Philadelphia Profes- 
sionals, 'tlie Washington Farlt Athletic 
Association and the Central. 
. The object of the -new .organization 
will be to foster and encourage both 
professional and amateur 'athletic and 
outdoor sports. No effort will be made 
to control either sport, but it is the 
intention of the new organization to 
make every effort to put professional 
athletics on a higher plane and try to 
have all the organizations in this vi- 
cinity who are in the habit o£ holding 
outdoor events to offer every induce- 
ment iioKslble in the various hranciios 
ot .'jport. 

It is also the ubjoct of tae now orga- 
nization to do away with anything 
savoring of graft in the granting of 
sanctions and the collection o£ regis- 
tration fees for iimatcur athletic events 
from amateur athletes. No fees of any 
kind will be assessed or collected from 
associations dosirln.g sanctions from 
the new organizations for running am- 
ateur athletic events, and no regis- 
tration fees will be asked from any 
amateur athletes desiring to compete 
in events promoted -by organizations 
composing the new athletic body. 

No attempt was made at the meeting 
to form ;i permanent organization, ow- 
ing to the fact that delegates from 
several leading bodies had sent word 
that they could not be present, Taut 
would be on hand at tlie. next meeting, 
when , a committee will be appointed 
to draft a constitutipn and by-laws, 
R. H. Kaln acted as temporary chair- 
man and Theodore, E. Payno of the 
Knights of' Sythlas acted' as tempor- 
ary secretary. 

Addresses were' made -by Arthur 
Duffey, former amateu,r champion 
sprinter of the world, who praised 
the objects of the new organization, 
and said that the need, of 'such an as- 
.sociatlon was apparent, not only in 
this city but throughout the country. 
Mr. Duffey was later iippointod a 
traveling representative of the associa- 
tion and will act as organizer for. tlie 
purpose of getting athletic associa- 
tions and promoters in otlicr cities, es- 
pecially, in New York and Boston to 
affiliate with the new body. 

.Tames Curran, the Scotch champion 
runner, also made a short and inter- 
esting address, in which he said that 
formation of sucli an organization in 
this country would be the means of in- 
ducing the best professional and ama- 
teur athletes in Great Britain. to visit 
America, as he know of a number of 
such men who were anxious to come 
liere if there were any prospects of 
contests awaitin.g them. Addresses 
were also made Ijy Harry Creap, Al 
Nash and others.

Fair Wage Clause, 

Hon. Mr. McBride: I beg to move 
that tlie following clause, wlilch shall 
be known a.<? sub-section 1 of section 
2, be incorporated in tho bill: 

"That sucli exemption shall only 
be granted on express conditions: 

"1. Tluit no aliens shall bo employed 
on the rail\v.iy under construction, un- 
less it is demoiistr.'ited to tlio s.atlsfac- 
Cion of the li(mtenant-'governor-ifi- 
conncil that the work cannot proceed 
without tho employment ol! such aliens. 

"2, That every exemption from tax- 
ation granted under this act shall be 
subject to the conditions that the 
workmen, laborers or servants cm- 
jiloyed in or about .the construction 
and operation of tllo r.-illway, in aid- 
of which sucli exemption from taxa- 
tion is granted, shall 'fee, paid such 
rate of wages as .liiay be currently 
payable to white 'worlimen, laborers or 
servants engaged In similar occupa- 
tions in the district in which' such 
railway is constructed and operated." 
(Cheers.. ~ •,• . 

Mr. Macdonald Objects. 

Mr. Macdonald vsaid that aliens were 
excluded l\v this proposition, and pro- 
teste(f against the exclusion of wiiito 
aliens who miglit bo..bona flde settlers- 
Tho pri'vy council, had decided against 
tho cpnstltutlonallt'y. , of ' legislation 
which vvas directed against aliens, and 
had aeolared that I'sueh legislation lay 
exclusively within the .domain of the 
Dominion parllanient. '. If the motion 
were so changed that It . would only 
exclude Asiatics instead of all aliens, 
it would receive the support of his side 
of the house. 

Hon. Mr. McBride: Wo have not 
the slightest intention ot discriminat- 
hig against white settiers who have 
come hero to make their home In this 
country. (Hear, hear.) 'I have already 
explained that in order to avoid the 
risk of disallowances and to escape 
from the censorship of the Liberal 
gov^urnnient at Ottawa, we are using 
the term "aliens" as tlie least objec- 
tionable. If I am to take niy^ hbh. 
friend seriously, and used the word 
"Asiatics," wo might just as well In- 
sert the word "Japanese." For there 
can bo no question that it is but a 
matter of degree bet\vc(ui the words 
"Asiatics" and "Japanese." Tlie pol- 
icy favored at Ottawa lias not only 
be<Hi disclosed but emphasized by what 
has. 'Somewhat recently happened, and 
I think th'at 'myf h"<in.;5^'riend in these 
c.ir<;uin§tances, .Bhgiiila bo dllsposed to 
be reasonable, and. not Insist, upon the 
mention of • either - tlie- word. "Asiatics" 
or the jvyord "Japan?SP,''., and- Jri thi-=i 
manner court tho disapproval of the 
governor at Ottawa.' (Hear, hear.) 
When I brought this bill down, I said 
that v/e hopeil to be' able to place this 
measure upon tlie s.tatute book, and to 
keep it there; (HeaE, heai'T) We are 
extremely anxious to avoid disallow 
ance, and hence our use of the word 
■'alien." If we had a proper assurance 
from Ottawa we could insert the word 
"Chinese" or the word ".Japanese," and 
would be glad to do so. (Hear, hear.) 
I appeal to the hon. gentleman to per- 
mit this bill to go through commitlce 
in the least objectionable form. (Hoar, 
hear.) AVe are always pleased to see 
white men come here, and my hon. 
friend need not fear that tho govern- 
ment will fail in Its duty to afford to 
such people every help that is reason- 
able and decent. (Hear, hear.) But 
even on this ground the claims of the 
residents of this province should come 
llrst, and that of tlic iieweoiiier next. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Hawthornthwaite's Suggestion. 

JT. Hawthornlhwaite — 1 Kugg<.st the 
substitution of the word "cliechaco" for 
"alien." (Laughter.) As a large num- 
ber of the Japanese liad been natural- 
ized and as even a great many China- 
men were naturalized, the motion as it 
stood would be alisolntely useless for 
the protection of wliite labor. 

Mr. Macdonald — 111 tin; Union collier- 
ies labor case the privy council di.-cidcd 
that legislation of tliis kind directed 
against aliens was absolntely unconsti- 
tutional. The hon, gentleman Is simply 
destroying liis own legislation. 

Hon. Mr, JlcBridc — Ooes the hon. gen- 
tleiiian mean to say tii.at in his opinion 
the use of the word "alien" courts dis- 
allowance. 

Mr. Macdonald — I say nothing of the 
kind. But I do say that tlie use of the 
v.ord "alien" in tlie proposed amend- 
ment make tliis measure ultra vires in 
lliis iiouse, 

Hon. Mr. McBride — Would It not be 
the .samQ If the word "Japanese" wore 
used'/ 

Mr. Macdonald — No. 

Bon. Mr. Bowser — If tho word "Japa- 
nese" were u.sed tho .act would be dis- 
allowed. The ilecislon wliicii was given 
In a similar case w».nt to grei>J lengtlhs, 
and it was based upon the fact that ti e 
word 'Chinaman" was exiiressly men- 
tioned. Regulation I, wliicli came un- 
der consideration, sot out that no boy 
above 12, and no womiin or .girl, and no 
(Miinanian, shall be employed, etc. And 
It was simply because the word "Cliliia- 
iiian" Wiis expressly mentioned that the 
decision was given against this regu- 
lation. And in the case of Tommy, it 
was iiolnted out that the CJhineso as a 
class were expressly mentioned in tho 
regulations. 

IVlr. Macdonald — Tliey eoiisidered that 
wliile it wns the intention to legislate 
against Chinamen the court looked upon 
tliem as being treated in the llglit of 
aliens. And the privy council has dc- 
elareil that legislation In tliis house 
ilealing wltli aliens is unconstitutional.

JUDGE H ARGIS' NEiViESIS 

Notorious Boss of Breathitt County, 
Kentucky, is Shot Dead By 
His Son 



Jackson, Ky., Feb. (i.— -Former Coun- 
ty Judge Hargis, for many years mem- 
ber of the state Democratic executive 
committee, -accused of comjilicity in 
many killings and a prominent ligure 
in tlie. feuds wliich .have disrupted 
Breathitt county. for several years, was 
shot and instantly killed in his general 
store liere tliis, afternoon by his son 
Beach Hargis. 

Young ilargls was-' placed In ' jail. 
Ho w-As raying like a mttnlac; ■an& the 
ollicers w'ere compelled to drag him to 
prison. 

Judge ilar.gis had long been promin- 
ent In Kentucky jiolitical circles, and 
had figured in the court.y in the moun- 
tains for years on account of tho mur- 
ders of Dr. Cox, Attorney James B. 
Marciim and "Jim" Cockrill. Judge 
Hargis was tho political leader of the 
Democrats in the tenth district, and 
was the "boss" of Breathitt county. 

For ycar.s his sway was not opposed 
liiit some years ago Attorney Marcum 
had the temerity to oppose Hargln in 
a law case. From that date JIarcum 
was ;i marked man. Hargis had been 
in trial at various times for complicity 
in the murder of Marcum. Cockrill and 
Cox, but succeeded in obtaining an 
ucciuitlai on all tho charges. Ho was 
recently forced to pay a court judg- 
ment of ,$S.000 to Mrs. Marcum in con- 
nection with tho death ot her hu.s- 
tiand. 

Hargis will be buried In a casU-ct 
which he himself purchased costing 
$1,500.

Protecting Wild Birds. 

Many members of women's clubs in 
Cincinnati have signed a jjiedge that 
they will not wear the aigrette or the 
plumage of wild birds as dress decora- 
tions. The pledge was prepared by 
the Auduljon society, based on the 
cruelt.v caused b.v the custom of 
women wearing such jiluniagc, and on 
tlio enormous devastation resulting 
from excessive insect life following tho 
destruction of the birds. Tlie forestry 
associations liave also taken up the 
matter and have obtained signa- 
tures to the pledge by women 'students 
In colleges. The crusade on' behalf of 
the birds has been carried. Into the 
sclioola, where nature study Is a 
branch of Instruction, 'so that oliildreii 
of both soxes may learn to value and 
respect the birds, who perform so ben- 
eficent a .part In tiie economy ot na- 
ture. The forestry associations have 
given delightful and instructive les- 
sons on the rolation.s of birds to trees, 
shrubs, insects and tho distribution of 
seeds. In tho prairie section'3, where 
trees arc few and wild birds scarce, 
tho people readily act upon these les- 
sons, but they are (luite as applicable 
in other parts of the continent. It is a
